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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen dealt with a number of major issues in 1980. Many are on- 
going like “Proposition 244” and some, like the town wells litigation settlement result from 
activities of prior years. The following is a synopsis of some of the most important issues 
affecting the Town of Weston this past year. 


“PROPOSITION 24” 

By referendum vote at the State Election, November 4, 1980, new dimensions with 
respect to local finance and administration were adopted. Among the subjects with which 
the new law (Chapter 580 of the Acts of 1980) deals are the elimination of compulsory ar- 
bitration in police and fire collective bargaining, prohibition of state mandated costs 
without funding by the Commonwealth, elimination of school committee fiscal auto- 
nomy, establishment of limits on assessments by counties, districts, public authorities 
and other governmental entities, levied on cities and towns, as well as limits on local tax 
levies. This law has several significant provisions which will influence financial planning 
for the Town of Weston in the coming fiscal year. It limits the increase in tax levy to 24% 
per cent of the levy of the previous year ($260,000 increase for Weston). In addition it 
reduces from $66 to $25 per thousand dollars of value the motor vehicle and trailer 
excise rate. It has been estimated that this change will reduce Weston’s revenues by 
$460,000 per year effective January 1, 1981. In consequence the Town of Weston must 
plan for fiscal year 1982 with a net reduction of $200,000 in revenues even before dealing 
with cost increases stemming from inflation, and wage and salary adjustments. 

The full impact of this complex legislation will not become clear until we have com- 
pleted further examination of it and until the interpretations of the responsible State 
agencies are made known. However, it seems clear that some services provided by the 
Town will have to be reduced or eliminated, that capital projects may well have to be 
deferred and that a judicious use of our surplus may be required to maintain essential 
services. 

These decisions will be made with the assistance of the Finance Committee and the 
continued cooperation of the School Committee and other Town departments. 


GYPSY MOTHS 

The second year of a major infestation of gypsy moths found the voters of Weston 
decisive in concluding that individual property owners should assume responsibility for 
any control measures to protect their trees. At the special town meeting of January 14, 
1980, the voters rejected a proposal to appropriate funds for a town-wide spray program 
and authorized the preparation of a report to the residents on steps which might be taken 
by individuals to reduce damage from the gypsy moth caterpillars. After experiencing 
the damage to trees and shrubs and the inconveniences of another season of the problem, 
the voters at a special town meeting, October 20, 1980, again rejected a proposal for 
ground spraying in the spring of 1981 of public shade trees along the roadways of the Town 
and of trees on certain town-owned property. [he Town must be prepared for yet another 
year of defoliated trees, webs and caterpillars and the debris which they create, trusting 
that the cycle will be terminated by natural causes. 


TOWN WELLS - LITIGATION AND SETTLEMENT 

In April an agreement was reached to settle the litigation brought by the Town 
against the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority and the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works for damages resulting from the loss of the Nickerson and 
FitzGerald water supply wells by reason of salt contamination. At an annual town meeting 
in May, however, voters rejected the agreement of settlement signed by the Selectmen; 
this agreement provided for payment to the Town of $700,000 and conveyance of the well 
sites to the M.T.A. 
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Subsequently, the Selectmen and special counsel, Palmer & Dodge, were able to 
negotiate a revised settlement, signed in July, providing for payment to the Town of 
$565,000 and retention by the Town of ownership of the well sites. The Turnpike Authority 
made payment of $376,667, its share of the settlement, but the Commonwealth had not 
paid its $188,333 by the end of the year; it has been indicated that this payment with 
interest at 8% should be forthcoming in the spring of 1981. Pursuant to a vote adopted 
at the special town meeting of October 1980, the money received has been placed in a 
Trust Fund, the income of which may be appropriated at the annual town meeting for 
any municipal purpose. 

In light of the concern over water supply sources in the Commonwealth the special 
town meeting of October appropriated $45,000 from available funds for the use of the 
Board of Water Commissioners in consultation with the Planning Board and Board of 
Health to study, survey and explore possible sources of water supply in Weston. 


ZONING BY-LAW CHANGES 

At the annual town meeting a number of amendments to the Zoning By-Law were 
adopted. Extensive changes in Wetlands and Flood Plain Protection Districts were 
adopted to conform to the flood plain management requirements of the Federal Flood 
Insurance program. On July 2, 1980, final flood hazard boundary maps and flood 
insurance rate maps, promulgated by Federal Emergency Management Agency for the 
Town of Weston, and the National Flood Insurance Program became effective in Weston. 

Amendments to the by-law regulating irregular lots and common driveways, and 
establishing a new Research and Development District were also approved. Approximately 
22 acres of land in the northeast section of Weston abutting land in Waltham was placed 
in this new district on which GTE Laboratories, Inc. plans to expand its existing facili- 
ties in Waltham over the next years. At least one building will be constructed in Weston 
as part of the plan. Access and services to the complex will be provided from Waltham, 
not Weston. 


BROOK SCHOOL APARTMENTS 

In April new residents moved into the apartments for the elderly and handicapped 
which were constructed in the three former school buildings known as Brook School. 
All apartments, those subsidized by the Rental Assistance Program of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development and those rented at market rental rates, were 
fully occupied and there continues to be a lengthy waiting list for vacancies in either 
category. The Elderly Housing Committee is to be commended for its work in converting 
these buildings to fill a long standing need in this community and congratulated on the 
attractive and careful conversion of buildings and grounds to this use. 


HIGHWAYS, SIDEWALKS AND BRIDGES 

Several projects have been completed during 1980. A portion of the Boston Post 
Road between Concord Road and Highland Street was resurfaced under the provisions 
of Chapter 90 State aid. This is the first major refinishing of this roadway since it was 
returned to the jurisdiction of the Town in the early 1950’s. The excavations and patching 
which had occurred in past years for utility installations made the current resurfacing 
most welcome. It is planned to continue work on this road between Concord Road and 
Town House Road during 1981. New drainage structures will be required and the cross 
section will be recontoured prior to the resurfacing to improve safety on this heavily 
travelled road. 

The sidewalk in Ash Street and reconstruction of the intersection of Ash Street and 
South Avenue were completed during the year. A parking lot was constructed on land 
of the Metropolitan District Commission on the westerly side of Ash Street with permission 
from the Commission. Also the Commission assisted in providing and installing a rustic 
wood barrier along the edge of the area. 
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A relocation of part of Highland Street was completed by the Middlesex County 
Commissioners with the cooperation of the abutting landowners. This clears the way 
for an extension of the sidewalk in Highland Street from Deer Path Lane northerly to 
Black Oak Road. Work on this long-awaited project is expected to be done in the Spring 
of 1981. 

During the year that Massachusetts Department of Public Works completed a study 
of bridges which resulted in new load limits on the bridges which carry Merriam Street 
and Conant Road over the Fitchburg Division and the Central Massachusetts Division, 
respectively, of the Boston and Maine Railroad. These load limits were below the capacity 
required by school buses and emergency vehicles of the Fire Department. The Selectmen 
requested and were granted a temporary waiver with respect to Conant Road, but were 
unable to obtain a waiver for Merriam Street. Five response routes and bus routes were 
revised accordingly to conform to these new limits. Reconstruction of these bridges is the 
responsibility of the Commonwealth, but there is at present no schedule for such work. 


COLLECTIVE BARGAINING 

During 1980 the Board of Selectmen conducted negotiations with Local 419, Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Police Officers, and concluded a contract for the two-year period 
July 1, 1981 to June 30, 1982, covering personnel of the Weston Police Department. The 
contract provided for an increase of 814 per cent in base salary rates effective July 1, 1980, 
and an increase of 8% effective July 1, 1981. An increase in compensation for night-shift 
assignment from 3% to 4% and an increase in vacation benefits were also included. 


REVALUATION OF TAXABLE REAL ESTATE 

In compliance with requirements of the State Department of Revenue for establish- 
ment of “full fair valuation” of property the Board of Assessors entered into a contract 
with Cole-Layer-Trumble Company to conduct an appraisal of all property in Weston 
and to develop a system for continuous updating of property values for assessment pur- 
poses. The work began in October and it is anticipated that the program will be com- 
pleted in time for the revised assessments to be used in determining the tax rate for fiscal 
year 1982. The previous town-wide revalution was completed and in use as of January 
171971, 

Finally the Board of Selectmen wishes to acknowledge the valuable assistance provided 
by Mrs. George M. Lovejoy, Jr. and Mrs. Hilary Smart of the Weston Garden Club in 
preparing a plan for new plantings at the front of the Weston Town Hall. The work was 
completed under their expert guidance and put the finishing touches to the renovations of 
the Town Hall which was started in 1978. The Board further offers its thanks and 
appreciation to the many townspeople who have shared their time and talents by volun- 
teering to serve on Town boards and committees. Their help is greatly valued and we 
are fortunate that they have been willing to contribute so much to their town.

REPORT OF THE TOWN ENGINEER 


The activities of the Town Engineer for the year 1980 may be summarized as follows: 


Board of Selectmen: The Engineer conferred and met with the Board of Selectmen from 
time to time throughout the year on many matters. Plans and sketches were prepared 
for the alteration of the intersection of Chestnut Street and Davenport Road. Many 
drainage problems in various areas of the Town were investigated and recommendations 
made by the Engineer to the Board of Selectmen. 


Planning Board: The Engineer attended regular meetings and public hearings of the 
Planning Board. He reviewed plans submitted to the Board and assisted and advised the 
Board on engineering matters concerning various subdivisions in the Town and plans 
submitted for site plan review. 


Board of Water Commissioners: The Engineer prepared plans and specifications and 
contract documents for the installation of water mains in Boston Post Road. The instal- 
lation was completed in the Fall of this year. The Office conferred with the Commissioners, 
worked with, and advised the Superintendent on matters pertaining to the water dis- 
tribution system. The Engineer attended meetings of the M.D.C. Water Division on 
behalf of the Commissioners. 


Highway Department: The Engineer investigated and advised on correction, where 
possible, of drainage and highway problems in various locations throughout the Town. 


Committee on Vehicular and Pedestrian Traffic: The Engineer met from time to 
time with members of the Committee on matters pertaining to footpath and roadway 
improvements on Ash Street and Lexington Street and provided plans and recommend- 
ations to the Committee. 


Conservation Commission: The Engineer reviewed the Notices of Intent plans sub- 
mitted, made field investigations, and attended the public hearings held in compliance 
with the Hatch Act. He made on-site inspections of various properties for the Commission 
and furnished information and plans to appraisers in connection with the properties of 
interest to the Commission. 


Board of Appeals: The office reviewed petitions and necessary documents for advertising 


notices of hearings held by the Board with respect to the variances and special permits, 
and site plan reivew. 


REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


During 1980, the Weston Planning Board devoted a substantial portion of its time 
drafting and enacting several major changes and additions to the Zoning By-law. These 
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changes included a new Research and Development District; an additional flood plain 
district to meet the requirements of the Federal Flood Plain Insurance Program; an 
addition to the Zoning By-law to restrict the use of highly irregularly shaped lots; and 
a new by-law defining and establishing a standard for the use of common driveways. 
All of these changes were enacted at the Town Meeting in May, 1980. Subsequent to the 
Town Meeting, the Board has spent considerable time supervising the revision of the 
Zoning By-Law to incorporate these changes and those enacted in the past few years into 
a new edition of the Zoning By-law. 

The Board met 41 times during the year, inclusive of 5 public hearings. Subdivision 
activity in the Town continued to be light with only one new subdivision coming before 
the Board. This is a subdivision located off Chestnut Street to consist of 7 housing lots. 
Two new roads, to be known as Davenport Road and Chandler Circle are to be built 
and will connect with Chestnut St. The roads do not, however, connect with Golden Ball 
Road so as to avoid creating a potentially dangerous shortcut from Route 20 through 
Chestnut Street to Highland Street. 

In addition, 9 other plans were reviewed to determine that the Planning Board's 
approval was not required. One site plan review was conducted in connection with 
the application by the owner of the Commercial building at 56 Colpitts Road to build an 
additional floor on to the existing building. The owner's proposal was approved by the 
Board. 

As has been customary in recent years, the Planning Board took advantage of the 
Massachusetts Audubon Intern Program and hired Miss Rita Nothaft for the period from 
June through August. Miss Nothaft spent a large portion of her time in preparing a study 
of the present condition of the town’s culverts under the supervision of Ken Oates, Town 
Engineer. This study will be of considerable value to the Town in developing and imple- 
menting maintenance and repair plans in the future. She also prepared a slide show 
on wetlands to be made available to the schools and other interested civic organizations 
in Town. 

The Planning Board also began the task of bringing its Rules and Regulations and 
the Town’s zoning and wetlands maps into conformance with the amended Zoning 
By-laws. The Board at the same time commenced preparation of a wetlands brochure 
to explain in simple terms to town citizens what the various federal, state and to regu- 
lations pertaining to wetlands are. 

Numerous meetings, both formal (including 1 public hearing) and in the form of 
on site inspections were conducted in connection with the preliminary plans of General 
Telephone and Electric for the acquisition of approximately 22 acres in Weston and the 
construction of two buildings containing approximately 200,000 square feet, together 
with an appropriate number of parking spaces as part of a major expansion of the com- 
pany’s existing research and development facilities. This project, which will be subject 
to the requirements of the new Research and Development District, should when com- 
pleted provide a major source of tax revenues to the Town with minimal impact to the 
neighborhood in which it is located. y 

The Board also worked with the Water Board in developing the framework for a 
town wide study of potential local sources of water. A “design study” to determine the 
scope of the more comprehensive study was prepared for the special town meeting in 
October, at which funds for the larger study was approved. members of the Planning 
Board have served on an Ad hoc Committee to develop the scope of the study and to 
select the engineering firm to carry out this analysis. 

A portion of Fairview Road, a paper road, was removed from the town map. 

Dr. William Elliston, a long time member of the Planning Board, elected not to run 
for another five year term. At the regular town meeting, Dr. Elliston received the praise 
of a grateful community for his many years of selfless service to the town. Dr. John Fisher, 
who had been on the Board for four years, resigned. Mrs. Susananne Haber and Mrs. 
Barbara Crow were elected in May, 1980 to fill their places on the Board. 
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The Planning Board wishes to thank Mr. Kenneth B. Oates, Town Engineer, for 
the many hours of cheerful assistance which he gives to the Board, and Florence Freeman, 
Town Counsel, for her willing legal assistance. 


REPORT OF THE WESTON SEWER COMMITTEE 


At a Special Town Meeting in January 1977 the Sewer Committee was authorized 
to construct an in-Town sewage disposal system to serve the Town Center. After several 
disappointments, a promising leaching field disposal area has been found on Town-owned 
land on Merriam Street. The Sewer Committee plans to have this site tested thoroughly 
to determine its suitability. 

Regarding the problem of septage disposal, it still appears very likely that Weston 
will enter into a contract with Sudbury and Wayland to utilize their new treatment 
facility which is expected to be ready for use in 1982. (The MDC which now accepts 
Weston’s septage, has notified the Town that they will not continue this arrangement 
once the Sudbury/ Wayland facility is operational.) The Sudbury/Wayland facility may 
only provide an interim solution for Weston, so the Sewer Committee continues to search 
for an economically feasible, long term solution to the problem of septage disposal. 


COMMITTEE ON SAFETY AND FLOW 
OF 
PEDESTRIAN AND VEHICULAR TRAFFIC 


The committee’s emphasis is on providing safety improvements to Weston’s thorough- 
fares, primarily by improving roadway intersections, providing walkways, eliminating 
safety hazards, and improving street lighting systems. 

In 1980 several projects were completed, including: 

The Ash Street sidewalk and roadway improvement, begun in 1979, from South 
Avenue to the Reservoir with curbing to control parking, off street parking at the Reser- 
voir, and improvements to the intersection of Ash Street and South Avenue. 

Engineering for the extension of the Highland Street sidewalk between Deerpath 
Lane and Black Oak Road, including arrangements for related land takings. 

Engineering studies for sidewalk and roadway improvements to Conant Road and 
Lexington Street. 

A proposal for the sidewalk extension along Merriam Street from Concord Road to 
Merriam Village Road. 

Our effort in 1981 will be to continue the projects started, particularly those on 
Lexington Street, the Highland Street sidewalk extension and the Merriam Street side- 
walk. We also plan to continue the street light replacement program and the elimination 
of selected road hazards. 


REPORT OF THE 
PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION COMMITTEE 


The Selectmen’s Committee on Public Transportation spent substantial time 
during the year investigating the possibility of establishing an intra-Weston bus service. 
The Committee submitted a lengthly report to the Selectmen in which the Committee 
recommended that an intra-Weston bus service not be established at this time. The Com- 
mittee felt that the expenses associated with setting up such a system were too great to 
justify the benefit accruing to the Town as a whole. The Committee did, however, recom- 
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mend that a transportation system be set up to serve the elderly population of Weston. 
The Committee felt strongly that such a system should be set up at least in large part by 
those who would use it. As of this date, the Committee is not aware of any effort being 
made on behalf of the various elderly groups in the Town of Weston to carry out the 
Committee’s recommendation. 

The Committee has also been active in trying to preserve the various commuter rail 
stations within the Town. Unfortunately, the Committee must report the demise (at least 
temporarily) of the Silver Hill Station. A valiant effort was mounted by the Committee 
in conjunction with the citizen’s group called T.R.A.I.N.S. Although litigation is still 
in progress and the case has yet to be tried, the M.B.T.A. (the operator of the commuter 
rail service) has been successful in terminating service to Silver Hill Station until the trial. 

The M.B.T.A. has indicated that they intend to further curtail service to both 
Hastings and Kendall Green. The Committee has strongly recommended to the Selectmen 
and the M.B.T.A. that everything possible be done to avoid such a termination. 


REPORT OF THE HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


In the fail of 1980 the Weston Boston Post Road, from Sibley Road to Wayland, 
was nominated to the National Register of Historic Places. We are indebted to many 
people for their painstaking research over the years. _ ) 

Owners of included buildings, the Selectmen and the Planning Board were notified 
prior to a public informational meeting. In June representatives from the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission, which approves any such nomination, met with about fifty inter- 
ested people in the town hall. The library was requested to have a display of pertinent 
information. National Register listing was differentiated from local districts which have 
restrictions, Advantages were noted. A description of the area and a long list of the most 
important structures of diverse periods and styles were read. Many questions and com- 
ments were answered and recorded. Letters and calls continued to be received; the 
consensus was generally favorable. 

The Isaac Hobbs House, the site of the important Hobbs tannery on North Avenue, 
was proposed to the National Register in February of 1980. 

The research of architecturally or historically significant buildings, the basic work 
of the commissions appointed by towns in the state since the act forming them in 1963, 
was assisted by a number of interested citizens: Melinda Armistead, Marjorie Campbell, 
Ida Mae DeBuono and Westy Lovejoy. Every year possible researchers are trained; more 
are needed. We also thank Joan Warren for her beautiful photography including large 
copies of the most-used early Weston maps. 

Our meeting last winter to see the fine display and material written by a historian 
of the First Parish Church was meaningful, since the history of the church and the town 
was the same in early Weston. 

We are pleased that among our inquiries are those from new residents of old houses 
who express interest in history and in the town. 

Our long-time member of many talents, Mrs. Elsie Cooke, resigned in 1980 but 
continues her investigations into the past. We welcome as our new member Judith Hard- 
ing, a librarian, who has helped us with the town archives.

REPORT OF THE YOUTH COMMISSION 


The Weston Youth Commission is a five member board which oversees the operation 
of three separate programs for the youth of Weston. The three programs are the Green 
Power Farm, the Counselling Program, and the Weston Youth Center and what follows 
is a brief summary of the accomplishments and activities in each of these areas during 1980. 


GREEN POWER FARM 

Under the direction of Bill McElwain, the Green Power Farm provides seasonal 
employment for the youth of the town who are interested in becoming involved in the 
operation of a working farm, The 1980 growing season at Green Power was quite suc- 
cessful, due in large part to the efforts of the 40 kids who worked on the farm for all or 
part of the season. In addition, the heat and well spaced moisture of last summer were 
conducive to good growing. The crops grew so well that the farm was able to provide an 
approximately 40 crates of vegetables per trip to Action for Boston Community Develop- 
ment, and making an average of three trips in per week. In addition to this produce for 
the city, there was enough of a harvest to supply the demand of those who came out to 
the farm to pick their own, as well as supply the produce stand in Weston Center. This 
stand has proven to be a ready source of revenue especially during the season when corn 
is available. Senior citizens seem to be especially grateful for this service, while younger 
members of the farm crew are most appreciative of the opportunity to earn extra income 
working afternoons at the stand. 

During 1980 the Green Power Farm also began an experiment in land reclamation 
in the old Merriam Street orchard. This project proved to be most successful as the farm 
was able to produce the largest and best crop of pumpkins and squash ever. Because the 
soil appears in good shape and the old native grasses have been fairly well obliterated, 
regular crops will be grown in the Merriam Street orchard next summer, while pumpkins 
and squash will be planted in the new experimental field which was opened on Church 
Street last fall, In addition, several hundred raspberry and strawberry plants will be put 
in this spring on the main farm near the compost area. While this particular project will 
produce no return until next year, it should eventually be a good income producer which 
can be added to each year. 

Last falls cider season was about average although demand once again exceeded the 
small amount which can be produced. This winter's maple season has also been about 
average or perhaps a little below in terms of volume, but revenues from this project 
should be close to last years. 
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COUNSELLING PROGRAM 

During 1980, the Counselling Department, under the direction of Valerie Martin, 
M.S.W., experienced a marked increase in the number of students referred for individual 
counselling. At present, an average of 20 adolescents are seen individually each week, 
while another 6 to 10 meet in a group format. In addition, one or two family meetings 
are held each week while an average of 3 adolescents are seen on a drop-in basis. All 
the young people who are seen tend to be unable or unwilling to accept referrals to mental 
health facilities. 

Consultation with school staff, police, and mental health agencies has been main- 
tained at a level slightly above last year’s as has advocacy for Weston youth in the areas 
youth service network. Finally, crisis intervention and informal referral services have 
been provided much more frequently this year. 

In summary then it can be safely said that, due to the tremendous growth in the 
number of people seen during the past year and because the counselling department 
is staffed by only one person, this program is presently stretched to capacity in terms of 
its ability to meet the needs of the young people in Weston. 


YOUTH CENTER 

Like the Green Power Farm and the Counselling Program, the Weston Youth Center 
also thrived during 1980. The number of adolescents utilizing the center during drop in 
hours remained constant throughout the year at between 25 and 30 per day. 

During 1980, an effort was made to increase the number of structured activities 
offered at the Youth Center. The program at the Center is now more balanced so that 
it offers not only supervised drop-in hours, but meaningful classes, groups and field 
trips as well. Some examples of the formal activities held in 1980 include Yoga and 
Drawing classes, personal growth, film discussion and women’s groups, as well as several 
trips and guest speakers. In 1980 during the course of a week, close to 50 adolescents 
either utilized the drop-in time at the center or participated in one of the Youth Center's 
sponsored activities. 

Jerry Steimel, M.S.W. continues to run the Youth Center Program. However, the 
center no longer uses a CETA funded Assistant to help supervise. Instead, in 1980 the 
Center relied on the services of Mary Holmes a senior at Regis College in the Bachelor 
of Social Work program. Mary served as Activities Assistant, while doing her field place- 
ment at the Youth Center. It is hoped that this relationship with Regis can continue as 
it meets the need for additional staff to assist in supervision, yet is provided at no cost to 
the town. 

The Youth Center continues to be housed in the basement of the First Parish Church, 
entering into its third year at this “temporary” location. Thus, the search for a new and 
permanent home for the Youth Center looms as the crucial issue facing the center and 
the commission as a whole in 1981. 


COUNCIL ON AGING 


When the Brook School Apartments opened, the Council on Aging office was moved 
from the Josiah Smith Tavern to a new office at BSA. However we still hold our monthly 
meetings at the Tavern on the first Monday of each month at 10 a.m. This fall we sent 
a mailing listing of available services and an updated discount list to all Weston citizens 
sixty (60) years and over. 

Harry Crawford and Helen Green represent Weston on the Board of West Suburban 
Elder Services, a Home Care Corporation, which offers home maker services, visiting 
aides, senior employment services, transportation for medical purposes and nutrition 
services. Our share of their budget is $250. 
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Through WSES we started “Meals on Wheels” in the spring. The meals are delivered 
by Weston volunteers five days a week. Nancy Ewell, a new Weston resident, has been 
good enough to set up the entire volunteer program and is always glad to add to her 
volunteer list of drivers. Anyone needing this service should call WSES at 969-0170. We 
deliver from 12-15 meals per day. 

Again this year we held the “Senior Citizens Forum” in the spring and fall. The 
topics were interesting and the attendance was good. 

In November WSES opened a Nutrition Site at the BSA. This is opened to all Weston 
Seniors, dinner is served at noon Monday - Friday and the cost is $.75. Reservations must 
be made on the Wednesday of the previous week by calling the COA office, 893-0154 
between 10-12. 

The Retired Seniors Volunteer Program (RSVP) supplies volunteers to assist many 
town organizations and as Friendly Visitors and Living History programmers. Our share 
of matching funds is $250.00. 

We have had speakers talk with us about Hospice and Neighborhood Watch and 
have spent much time considering our transportation problems. 

We welcome anyone to our meetings and to visit or call our office for information 
and help on problems that Seniors face. 


REPORT OF THE WESTON 
ELDERLY HOUSING COMMITTEE 


The Brook School apartments officially opened April 1, 1980, when the Committee 
signed a contract with HUD subsidizing 42 of its 52 apartments. By May 1, all tenants, 
including those in market rent apartments, had signed leases. This initial group of resi- 
dents was 80% Weston related -- persons living in Town, former residents, as well as 
parents of Weston residents. Raymond Surette was appointed Resident Superintendent 
of the apartments. Patricia Shotwell continued as Manager and Social Activities Director. 

During the summer, the Weston Council on Aging/RSVP office and the Senior 
Citizen Drop-in moved to Building C, and the Visiting Nurse Association opened a 
monthly Keep Well Clinic. Fall saw the election by the residents of a Tenants Council 
and the arrival of a federally funded Nutrition Site serving noon meals Monday through 
Friday to Weston senior citizens. 

As our first year draws to a close, we are preparing to start renovation of the Building 
A basement to provide a more suitable location for the Nutrition Site, a Crafts Room, 
and a bigger recreation area. We now, at the beginning of 1981, have a waiting list of 
approximately 150 persons for subsidized apartments and 22 for market apartments. 

The Committee wishes to record the tremendous contribution to the Brook School 
Apartments made by retiring members J. Harold Flannery, Judith Hoehler, and Phillip 
Minervino, as well as the continuing support by individual Weston residents and Town 
organizations. 


REPORT OF THE REGIONAL 
REFUSE DISPOSAL PLANNING COMMITTEE 


The 128 West Resource Recovery Council continues to move ahead on its planning 
for a regional solid waste facility to be located in Plainville, Massachusetts. 

Since last year, Secretary of Environmental Affairs John Bewick has signed a letter 
of intent which states that the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Department of Environ- 
mental Management, Bureau of Solid Waste Disposal will continue the acquisition pro- 
cess for the site. That process was begun many months ago and has taken considerably 
longer than was anticipated. A third appraisal is in process. 
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The Negotiating Committee of the Council has been engaged in lengthy and active 
negotiation with the preferred bidder, Wheelabrator-Frye. We hope to conclude these 
negotiations in the near term future, possibly in time for consideration of our contract at 
The Annual Town Meeting 1981. 

Our current planning recommends a 1500-1200 ton per day facility which will 
include 50-60 megawatt generator and will provide for continued source separated re- 
cycling at our landfill. 


PROTECTION OF 
PERSONS and 


REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


In 1980 the Weston Police Department processed over 9,900 calls and requests for 
Police Service. In addition to the calls for service, the Department continued to carry 
out its required duties and programs of protection of life and property, safety education 
in the schools, in-service personnel training and overall traffic law enforcement. 

The eight Police Department vehicles travelled a total of 314,742 miles during the 
year. Because of the steadily rising costs of gasoline, the Police Department opted to 
switch to diesel-powered cruisers and in June three diesel-powered station wagons were 
placed in service as primary patrol vehicles. These units provided substantially better 
mileage than the conventional gasoline engines but increased down time and higher 
repair expenses cancelled out much of the savings on fuel costs and minimized the amount 
of patrol visibility we had expected to gain. 

Four fatal motor vehicle accidents were recorded during the year. In January, a 
male operator was fatally injured in the early morning hours when his motor vehicle 
crossed into the opposite lane and collided with another vehicle on Route 30 near the 
Natick line. In March, an elderly man was fatally injured when the motor vehicle in 
which he was a passenger collided with a School Bus on Route 30 at River Rd. In April, 
a young man who was the operator and sole occupant received fatal injuries when his 
vehicle left the road in the early morning hours and struck a utility pole on Route 20 at 
Summer Street. In September, a young man was fatally injured when the vehicle in which 
he was a passenger left the road and struck a tree on Loring Road. 

There were no pedestrian accidents during the year. There were nine accidents 
involving bicycles reported. During March and April, Safety Officer Eugene Penrod 
conducted bicycle safety programs in the public schools for grades one through six, and 
in May he offered a bicycle safety clinic at Field School. Approximately 200 youngsters 
and adults participated in the program which consisted of inspection and minor repairs 
of participants’ bikes, instruction on proper hand signals and successful negotiation of a — 
course which simulated typical hazards of traffic. 

In June, the Police Department sponsored a field trip to Cochituate State Park in 
Wayland for the School Safety Patrol. The trip was our way of showing our appreciation 
to the students who assisted the Police Department during the school year. Approximately 
130 students enjoyed a fun-filled day, which included a cookout, games and awards. 
We wish to thank the Weston School personnel who helped make this program a success. 

Senseless and deliberate damage to public and private property continued to be of 
serious concern to residents and the Police Department. Damage to street signs, windows, 
mailboxes, shrubs, driveway post lights and parked motor vehicles has become common. 
Such acts are difficult to control and are often committed after dark by groups or in- 
dividuals riding in motor vehicles or walking through neighborhoods. Vandalism is a 
town-wide problem and residents are urged to notify the Police Department without 
delay if they observe such acts of destruction being committed. 

In 1971 we changed the title “Juvenile Officer” to “Youth Officer” because our 
experience indicated that much of his work was with young people in the seventeen to 
twenty year age bracket, rather than strictly with juveniles who, under the law, are be- 
tween seven and seventeen years of age. This is even more true today and in addition to 
the juvenile matters listed in the statistics following this report, Youth Officer Bill Garrigan 
acted in many cases, frequently on an informal basis involving young people in their late 
teens or older. 

Five officers attained college degrees in 1980. Lieutenant John C. Bentley, Sergeant 
Thomas M. Healey and Officer Richard P. Staunton earned Master of Arts degrees in 
Law Enforcement and Criminal Justice from Anna Maria College; Inspector Roland W. 
Anderson and Reserve Officer Ronald E. Benotti received Associate in Science degrees in 
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Law Enforcement from Mass. Bay Community College. In addition, several officers 
earned credits toward higher degrees in various college level programs. 

The number of false, accidental and malfunctioning residential and commercial 
burglar alarms continues to be a major problem to the Police Department. In 1980 
the Department responded to a total of 3,292 alarm calls which represent one-third of 
all calls received by our emergency phones. Many hundreds of manhours were invovled 
in response and investigation time. Several area communities have passed bylaws regu- 
lating burglar alarm use and appear to have siginificantly reduced needless alarm calls. 
We recommend adoption of such a bylaw in Weston. 

To avoid overloading of Police Emergency telephone lines, callers are once again 
urged to use the non-emergency number, 893-4803, for routine police maters and to call 
the public school news line, 899-0900, for “no school” announcements. The Police 
Emergency number, 893-4800, remains the same. 

With the budget constraints necessitated by the passage of Proposition 2}4, it seems 
that significant reductions in personnel and patrol mileage will be inevitable during 
the coming year. At the same time house breaks, larcenies and other criminal activity 
are on the increase. The support we continue to receive from the many alert citizens who 
report unusual or suspicious activity will become increasingly important in the critical 
period we are entering.

REPORT OF THE WESTON FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The year 1980 produced 1,109 incidents requiring the services of the Weston Fire 
Department. This is a decrease of 155 incidents under the record high of 1,264 incidents 
recorded during calendar year 1979 yet is viewed as being significantly high in that there 
were no unusual weather conditions during 1980 which typically produce a large number 
of incidents due to flooding conditions, utility wires down, etc. 

There were no fire fatalities recorded but once again the dollar loss from property 
damage due to fire continues to rise annually. Help Us - Help You. Citizen support, 
cooperation and participation in maintaining a constant vigilance for a fire safe atmo- 
sphere in our homes and community in an absolute must. Always remember that all 
large and tragic fires started as small ones. It only takes a very small mistake or oversight 
to create a major tragedy. More and more people are installing early warning home 
fire equipment in their homes. The Fire Department will advise any citizen of the location 
and type of system best suited for the individual occupancy and will make fire safety 
inspections of any home when requested. 

During 1980, the Department conducted the quarterly fire prevention inspections 
required by law in all public buildings, municipal buildings, nursing homes, churches, 
day care centers and camps. All commercial properties were inspected on a periodic 
basis. Numerous new and replacement oil burners were inspected and permits issued. 
Other fire prevention activities included the inspection of auxiliary and home fire pro- 
tection systems, flammable liquor storage facilities and tank vehicles, blasting operations 
and other related areas of public safety. Quarterly fire exit drills were conducted in all 
public and private schools and the college dormitories. 
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The following items of note occurred during 1980: 

1. The Department accepted delivery of a new pumper unit in August from Emergency- 
One, Inc. This new concept of a mid-sized pumper unit has been placed in service 
at the Central Station. It was designed to handle a majority of the smaller emergencies 
encountered in our daily operations and should prove to be safer on our narrow, 
winding roadways due to its smaller, compact design. 

2. Apparatus and equipment of the Department is being maintained at a high level of 
efficiency by the Department Mechanic. 

3. The municipal fire alarm system was tested and maintained on a regularly scheduled 
basis under the direction of the Superintendent of Fire Alarm. This system is in ex- 
cellent condition and supplies circuitry to 278 municipal fire alarm boxes and 61 
auxiliary fire protection systems. Throughout the Town this system provides a means 
of directly notifying the Fire Department in case of an emergency. 

4, The number of emergency ambulance calls answered by the Town of Weston’s Am- 
bulance Service is rising ever so slightly each year. This excellent service is provided 
by a nucleus of fourteen Firefighter/EMT’s who are to be commended for their 
dedication to this obligation and their constant quest to further their abilities. 

5. We have continued to update the Department’s level of professionalism. A significant 
number of firefighers have attended outside training courses over the year and all 
Department personnel have participated in continuing training and education in 
firefighting and emergency medical service techniques. 

6. The supplemental call-firefighting force of the Department has completed a 24 hour 
refresher course in basic firefighting sponsored by the Massachusetts Firefighting 
Academy. 

The quick action and determination hoped for from the Central Fire Station Study 
Committee was not realized during 1980. The study of the Town’s Central Fire Station 
problems has been ongoing in some form since 1962 yet still stands unresolved. 

Immediately upon my appointment as the Chief of Department in November 1976 
I was asked for recommendations regarding the future operation of the Fire Department. 
After an in-depth study of the Department's facilities by a committee appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen, preliminary drawings and cost estimates for the renovation and 
addition to the existing Central Station were submitted which were considered most 
feasible at that time. In an effort to be positive and to thoroughly study and evaluate 
the applicable facts of this important issue, the Board of Selectmen sponsored an article 
at the Annual Town Meeting of May 8, 1978 which created a moderator appointed 
committee of five residents of the Town to be known as the Central Fire Station Com- 
mittee which has been charged to develop and evaluate a recommendation to the Town 
for the location and construction, alteration and/or reconstruction of a central fire station 
for the Town. 

On November 12, 1979 the moderator appointed this committee and their de- 
liberations are still being conducted. I have met twice with this committee in the past 
year. 

During the past three years our Central Station facility has been maintained as best 
possible considering its age, etc. It has deteriorated rapidly to the point where we must 
seriously evaluate its present state and take some immediate action. I am at the present 
time doubtful if my original recommendation to preserve this building is feasible. In 
any case I have a deep concern for the way time has a way of passing by rapidly. If allowed 
to continue at the present pace the condition of this facility will soon deteriorate to the 
point where its occupancy could be in doubt. 

I seek whatever means available to resolve the location and construction, alternation 
and/or reconstruction of a central fire station as soon as possible. 
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Although not implemented until Fiscal - 1982 which begins on July 1, 1981 it should 
be noted in this report that, because of further budgetary cut backs which will be neces- 
sitated by Proposition 2.5, some Department manning levels and services will have to be 
reduced. I am well aware of the effect that the continuing rise in taxes has on every resi- 
dent. As a fire administrator, I am opposed to reduced public safety services, however, 
I realize that something must be done to lessen the tax burden. I do not believe in so-called 
scare tactics and truly feel that Fiscal - 1982 is going to be a year of operating in com- 
pliance with the mandate of the voters. However, it is felt that all townspeople should be 
aware that the combination of operating at lower limit budgets since Fiscal - 1976 coupled 
with further reductions inherent with Proposition 2.5 legislation seriously threatens the 
ability of this Department to be efficient and effective. Every effort will be made to pro- 
vide all of the services that have been provided in the past by the Weston Fire Department 
but it must be kept in mind that reduced budgets definitely mean reduced services. 

In conclusion, Weston continues to be a community which all Department members 
are proud to serve. Thank you, Weston, for your continuing support. Lastly, to my fellow 
firefighters, I would like to convey my deep appreciation and gratitude for a job well 
done.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN AND 
MOTH SUPERINTENDENT 


Your present Tree Warden took office in late July, 1980 following the resignation of 
Palmer Koelb from the office. We have investigated approximately 25 telephone calls 
from residents requesting action on town trees threatening danger either to their property 
or utility lines. These requests have been answered. Nine large trees on Lexington St. 
have been removed for the purpose of public safety; tree trimming and removal have 
been accomplished during the winter in various parts of town. 

Knowledgeable arborists feel the cold weather this winter has not been of long 
enough duration to kill gypsy moth eggs, so we can expect an infestation of approximately 
the same or worse degree this spring. The demand for personal property spraying is high 
so interested homeowners should now contract with commercial spray applicators if they 
want such service. 

In keeping with Prop. 24 we are spending our budgeted dollars to their highest 
effectiveness. 
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REPORT OF THE WESTON CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


During the past year the Conservation Commission lost the services of Ms. Alexandra 
Dawson. Her absence is keenly felt and she will be difficult to replace. She was recognized 
as an expert on Conservation and Environmental Law. Her contributions to the com- 
mission in these fields were numerous. We are very grateful to her for her assistance over 
many years. This position has since been filled by Mrs. Elmer Jones who has aided us 
for a number of years as a biologist. 

We are in the midst of an experimental woodcutting program and will include this 
activity in our next report. 

The Pond study authorized by the Town has yet to be submitted and will be con- 
sidered when received. 

The commission held 18 hearings as required by General Law Chapter 131, Section 
40, known as the Hatch Act. We acted in an advisory capacity on at least the same 
number of Environmental situations. 

We also received a generous gift from Suffolk Franklin Savings Bank of 2.96 acres 
on Terrace Road. 


REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF CIVIL DEFENSE 


This past year has been a quiet one for Civil Defense. We have had no emergencies 
that required our participation. We continually keep in contact with State and Federal 
headquarters through meetings and correspondence so as to be aware of any changes 
that might occur.

GAS PIPING & APPLIANCES

HEALTH AND SANITATION 
REPORT OF SHE BOARD OF HEALTH 


The duties and responsibilities of the Board of Health and staff as described in the 
General Laws continue to be to preserve, protect and improve public health. Our concerns 
and efforts this past year have been in the environmental sector as well as public health. 
The Board of Health acts as the agent for enforcing state environmental codes as well 
as codes for controlling communicable diseases and required immunization programs for 
school age children. 

We would like to express our appreciation to all the elected and appointed officials 
of this town who have assisted us in the past year. Cooperation and liaison among town 
officials is an important factor in the success of our programs. 

Where statistical data appears in our report, it is based on a calendar year. 


COMMUNITY HEALTH NURSES 


The activities of the Community Health Nurses are varied and are coordinated with 
the schools, the Weston Visiting Nurse Association and the Board of Health. The same 
staff does the work of these three agencies, preventing duplication of services and maxi- 
mizing community health care. 

Following is a list of the major activities performed by the nursing staff: 

1. Inspection of nursing homes, summer day-camps and day care centers so conformity 
with health-related regulations prior to licensing by Board of Health. 

2. Follow-up of reportable communicable diseases. 

8, Maintenance of Senior Citizen “Keep Well Clinic” held monthly at St. Peter's 
Episcopal Church and the Brook School Apartments. Blood pressure is monitored 
and individuals may discuss health-related concerns with the nurses. 

4. Newborns and premature infants are visited at the request of parents, community 
agencies, hospitals and/or the physicians, to provide any assistance parents may 
need, 

5. Tuberculin skin tests and influenza vaccinations are administered to town employees.

REPORT OF THE SANITARIAN 


For the year 1980, as in past years, the Sanitarian had to allocate most of his time 
to providng services related to the installation, operation and maintenance of private 
sewage disposal systems. Builders, homeowners, engineers and sewage disposal installers 
availed themselves of these services. 

During the year, there were (49) forty-nine sewage disposal permits issued; (490) 
four hundred-ninety consultative and inspectional services provided; (65) sixty-five water 
table observations made and (36) thirty-six percolation tests witnessed. 

In addition to the above, the Sanitarian was engaged in the following activities: 
inspected food service establishments, semi-public bathing beach, day camps, day care 
centers, nursing homes and piggeries; evaluated subdivisions; consulted with owners of 
private water supply systems; collected water samples from Weston Memorial Pool for 
bacteriological analysis, investigated complaints and attended various meetings. 

Water table readings were also recorded throughout the year from observations 
made at the (2) two monitor wells which are maintained on town land. 

It is interesting to note that the highest water table readings for the years 1979 and 
1980 were recorded during the second week in April. This was determined from obser- 
vations made at the Highland Street monitor well which has a depth of (11) eleven feet 
below grade. 

In 1980 there was less precipitation than in 1979 as evidenced from the observations 
made at said monitor well. For the year 1980, the Highland Street monitor well was 
found to be dry on (12) twelve consecutive dates from August 19, 1980 to December 30, 
1980, whereas in 1979 said well was dry only on (1) one occasion, that being, October 
5, 1979.

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REPORT OF THE AREA MENTAL HEALTH BOARD 


Under the Community Mental Health Act, the Town of Weston is part of the 
Newton-Wellesley-Weston-Needham Area Mental Health and Mental Retardation 
Board. At present Karen Croxton, Mary Horne and Ruth Cope represent Weston on 
the 21-member Board. Maryanne Peabody of Newton is the current President of the 
Area Board. 

The Mental Health Act encourages communities to work together to develop local 
services and to reduce the dependency on State mental hospitals and institutions. Weston’s 
funds are budgeted within the Board of Health listings and are apportioned to four ser- 
vices plus some costs of the Area Office at 429 Watertown Street, Newton. Stuart I. 
Meyers is the Area Director. Weston’s funds support the following agencies and programs: 


Human Relations Service in Wellesley serves children and their parents in both Towns. 
A variety of mental health outpatient and consultation services are available to Weston 
through our association with Human Relations Service. The Human Relations Service 
is financed by both communities and the Commonwealth’s Department of Mental 
Health with additional assistance from fees, gifts and grants. 


Charles River Workshop in Needham provides residential care, sheltered workshop 
and other activities for retarded teenagers and adults who have finished the special 
education programs. 


Outpatient Clinic at the Newton-Wellesley Hospital serves adolescents and adults 
with psychiatric and psychological problems and is the community back-up clinic to the 
Medfield State Hospital. 


Multi-Service Center in Newton was established and partially financed through the 
Commonwealth's Department of Mental Health. The four communities of Newton, 
‘Wellesley, Weston and Needham finance the major portion of the MSC budget. The 
concepts of the Multi-Service Center have been to work with alienated youth and their 
families in drug and other crisis situations, and to provide traditional and non-traditional 
therapies and services in a non-traditional setting. The MSC operates three primary 
programs: Emergency Shelter, Health Clinic, and Counseling. 
New programs initiated in 1980 under the Newton-Wellesley-Weston-Needham 
Area Board include: 
-- Therapeutic Day Activities Program for Children and Adolescents 
-- Transitional Employment Program for Psychiatrically Disabled Adults 
-- Therapeutic Community Residence for Adolescents 
-- Resource Team providing consultation, clinical evaluations, training and support 
services to agencies serving the retarded. 
-- Geriatric Team providing services to the elderly patients discharged from State 
Hospitals to Area nursing homes. 
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EAST MIDDLESEX MOSQUITO CONTROL 
WESTON - 1980 


Mosquito control activities were underway in Weston during every season of 1980. 
Beginning with our winter pre-hatch larvicide dusting of swamps to fall management 
work. 

Although winter conditions were not that good, over 200 acres of breeding habitant 
were treated with dust during January and February. Other breeding areas were then 
treated during the spring and summer by field crews to halt larval development. Ap- 
proximately 35 gallons of larvicide solution was applied for this control in Weston during 
1980 by hand with another 130 gallons being applied by helicopter. 

Our control measures against the adult, biting, stage of the mosquito began in late 
May with night-time ultra-low-volume spraying. This spraying with truck mounted equip- 
ment continued right into September. 

A total of 6 separate operations were undertaken treating more than 3,000 acres 
along Weston roadways. A helicopter was also used for adulticiding once during late 
June and again in late August treating a total of 700 acres. 

During the spring and fall mosquito control personnel were busy clearing brush 
and debris and re-digging ditches off Winter St. where 600’ of work was done and be- 
tween Sears Rd. and Colchester Rd. where 1000’ of ditch was worked on. 

This same type of year round program is again planned for Weston during 1981.

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HIGHWAY AND BRIDGES 


REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The Highway Department performed its usual work throughout the year. All streets 
were swept to remove the accumulation of sand and salt. Debris was picked up from the 
roads of the Town during the year. 


The following roads were resurfaced: 
Ash Street from Newton Street to South Avenue 
Newton Street from Ash Street to School Street 
Wellesley Street around the Island at Cases Corner 
Boston Post Road from Highland Street to Concord Road 
New road for the Cemetery Department 


Sidewalks: 
The Highway Department completed sidewalks on Ash Street and also built a new 


intersection at Ash Street and South Avenue with a traffic Island and granite curbing. 


Drainage work: 

South Avenue from Newton Street to Ridgeway Road replaced damaged drain pipe 
with 520 feet of 15” concrete pipe, plus two manholes and two catch basins. 

Shady Hill Road: put in new drain pipe through an easement between #37 and 
#45, three catch basins and 350 feet of 15” aluminum drain pipe. 


Miscellaneous: 

The Highway Department repaired and painted fences and guard rails. Lane 
markings were painted throughout the Town and cross walks were marked as required. 
The Department checked all roads and patched where needed. Put up all new signs and 
replaced damaged ones. Did all repairs to stone walls as required. Cut all the Hay fields 
under the Conservation Commission, cut hay along the roads. Cleaned all the Catch 
Basins and Manholes throughout the Town. Picked up leaves, picked up rubbish from 
the Town Hall, Police Department, Fire Department, Josiah Smith Tavern and Library 
twice a week. 


Work done for other Departments: 

In addition to its own work, the Highway Department provided assistance to other 
Town Departments. Assisted with mowing operations on all the Ball Fields under the 
Recreation Commission. The Highway Department painted all the lines on roads and 
parking areas, swept, snowplowed and sanded. Cleaned all Catch Basins and Manholes,

patched all roads and parking areas for the School Department. The Department also 
continues to pave all water trenches for the Water Department. We cut hay fields for 
the Youth Commission, swept all the Cemetery Department roads, swept, snow plowed 
and sanded parking area, dug and set a new fuel oil tank for the Police Department.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE ORGANIZATION 

The Weston School Committee is a body of five members elected by the voters of 
Weston to serve three year terms without compensation. The School Committee is charged 
with responsibility for school policy, plant and personnel subject to the State Constitution, 
to the laws enacted by the State Legislature and to certain mandates of the Department 
of Education. 

While recognizing that the School Committee is official only as a corporate body, 
it has become the practice of the Committee to designate individual members as liaisons 
to specific areas of school and community endeavor. The purpose of the liaison appoint- 
ments is to enable the Committee to maintain communication with a widespread spectrum 
of groups and to report back to the full Committee. 

Among the liaison appointments are: negotiations with school employee organi- 
zation; Parent Teacher Organization; Finance Committee and budget; METCO; Youth 
Commission; WSEPAC; transportation, energy, sewers and capital projects. 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEETINGS AND PUBLICATIONS 

From September through June, the School Committee met on an average of twice 
each month, usually Monday evenings at 8:00 p.m. in the Case House. At the beginning 
of all meetings, members of the community were encouraged to share questions and 
comments with the Committee. Advance notice of each meeting was posted at the Town 
Hall, the Weston Public Library, Weston High School and the Triple A Market. Meeting 
dates and agenda items were also announced on the School Information Line (899-0900) 
which carried taped summaries of School Committee meeting, no-school announcements 
and information about school-related events. Copies of reports to be discussed were made 
available in a notebook at the Case House switchboard on the Friday prior to a Monday 
meeting. Once approved, minutes of School Committee meetings became available at 
the Case House for public review. SCHOOL ISSUES, a series of reports to the community 
made from time to time by the School Committee, were mailed to citizens in January 
on the High School and in March on Energy Conservation. In April, 1980, the School 
Budget document was mailed to all homes. 


THE SCHOOL BUDGET PROCESS 

In the fall of each year, the School Committee takes the first step toward the 
creation of its budget for the succeeding fiscal year by setting a percentage range for 
the increase, if any, in the budget over that of the prior year. This establishes a guideline 
for the administration to meet in the development of the budget. The Committee deter- 
mines this guideline after reviewing such important quantitative information as possible 
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new program requirements or changes, the increase created by the latest teachers’ con- 
tract, the annual ten year student population history and projection, the rate of inflation, 
the cost of fuel and other utilities and proposals for major maintenance. 

As its next step in the budget process, the School Committee develops its list of as- 
sumptions and priorities for the coming fiscal year. The assumptions constitute the frame- 
work for the percentage guidelines given to the administration, while the priorities 
provide a focus on those particular areas where the Committee believes special attention 
is needed in the coming year. The administration then has three guidelines as it prepares 
its preliminary budget: (1) the percentage range; (2) the assumptions; and (3) the priorities. 

Each year the Chairman of the School Committee names two members as liaisons for 
the purpose of reviewing the budget in depth with the administration and then presenting 
the budget to the Committee as a whole. Similarly, the Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Town names three members to participate in this review of the preliminary 
budget. This group scrutinizes four major segments of the budget: (1) Elementary Schools; 
(2) Secondary Schools; (3) Central Office (Superintendent, Curriculum, Health, Per- 
sonnel, Special Education and METCO); and (4) Operations (Buildings and Grounds, 
Transportation, Food and Utilities). 

After the initial liaison meetings, each budget is presented to the Committee as 
a whole at a regular School Committee meeting. The entire Committee, the press and 
public then have the opportunity to consider each budget in detail and to ask questions 
about individual items or policies. The Committee also resolves any items which were left 
open either by the liaisons or by the Committee itself at an earlier meeting. The final 
step in the preparation process is the vote of the School Committee to approve the 
budget and confirm the priorities for the coming year. The approved budget is discussed 
at the Town Budget Hearing in April and presented to the voters at the Annual Town 
Meeting in May. 


THE JULY 1, 1980 - JUNE 30, 1981 SCHOOL BUDGET 

The net operating budget adopted for Fiscal Year 1981 was $7,208,290. This budget 
represented an increase of 6.6% over the FY 1980 budget. The cost of fuel and other 
utilities accounted for over half the 6.6% increase. The 3.25% increase in the educational 
component of the FY 1981 budget was within the limits of the 4% tax cap placed on local 
budgets by the Massachusetts legislature. At the Annual Town Meeting in May, 1980, 
the voters of Weston unanimously agreed to override the four percent tax cap on the 
school budget. Later in the year, the legislature exempted energy cost increases from the 
cap for all Massachusetts communities. 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE PRIORITIES 
The School Committee established the following priorities for the budget year 

1980-1981 as a means of providing focus to those areas where the Committee felt special 

attention was appropriate. 

1. To continue emphasis on the support and improvement of teaching through in-service 
training, supervision and evaluation. 

2. To focus attention on curriculum by continuing implementation of any outstanding 
recommendations from previous program reviews, by conducting a new program 
review in social studies, by continuing the recent emphasis on long-range curriculum 
planning, and by making such changes as may be recommended by the Assistant 
Superintendent for Curriculum and accepted by the School Committee. 

8. To continue efforts to reduce the rate of growth in special education costs and to 
provide programs in Weston where possible. 

4. Tocontinue the planning process for closing another school. 

To initiate Weston’s program for meeting the state’s Basic Skills requirements. 

6. To proceed as rapidly as possible with major energy-saving capital projects. 


* 
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TEACHING AS A PRIORITY 

Aware that the teaching faculty has become increasingly stable with little turnover, 
the Weston School Committee felt it important to continue to place special emphasis 
on the support and improvement of teaching through in-service training, improved 
supervision and stronger evaluation. Administrators, Department Chairmen and Directors 
of art, music and physical education participated in a year-long Leadership Seminar 
which focused on the strengthening of supervisory skills. The Superintendent continued 
with his ongoing analysis of supervision cases with the intent to improve the quality of 
teaching. Weston faculty participated in two teacher workshop days as well as in the 
workshops of summer, 1980, many of which were designed to respond to specific course 
issues. Each school faculty reviewed and implemented procedures for improving school 
and classroom climate. Some faculty members participated in courses, workshops and 
graduate studies in order to improve their teaching skills. Several staff members competed 
successfully for grants under the Commonwealth In-Service Institute. 


LONG-RANGE CURRICULUM PLANNING 
In June, 1980, Dr. Gus Sayer, Assistant Superintendent for Curriculum, presented 

a Long-Range Planning Report. This report represented the combined efforts of teachers, 

department heads and administrators. Prompted by the trend of declining enrollment, 

the concern for fiscal constraint and Weston’s commitment to academic excellence, the 
report provides useful guidelines for future program development. 
Recommendations: 

1. The school system should proceed with implementation of the program development 
steps described in the department reports. 

2. The School Committee should appoint a Computer Advisory Committee with school 
and community representation for the purpose of: 

(a) defining the long-range computer needs of the school system in grades K-12; and 
(b) recommending the most appropriate computer system to meet those needs and a 

timetable for development of that system. 

The Curriculum Council also sees the need for further actions to coordinate the 
secondary curriculum and bring into focus the essential elements of our general 
education program. As school enrollments further decline, it is these elements which 
will characterize our educational program and upon which Weston’s reputation for 
educational excellence will largely rest. 

8. The Curriculum Council should identify specific courses or course alternatives which 
will meet core and distributional requirements beginning in 1981-1982. Furthermore, 
the Council should investigate the addition of a community service and/or extra- 
curricular activity requirement for high school students. As the Curriculum Council 
develops a proposal in this area during the 1980-1981 school year, it should work in 
close consultation with faculty and community groups. 

4. The school system should print and distribute a 7-12 Program of Studies beginning 
with the 1981-1982 school year. The Program of Studies should make manifest the 
relationships between courses within sequences and how these courses fulfill our 
general educational goals. 

5. We should adapt the curriculum at all grades to the needs of a multicultural student 
body. This will require more staff training and continued emphasis on multicultural 
content and teaching strategies. 

6. The school system should develop in-service programs which support and strengthen 
teaching and enable the staff to stay current with changes in technology and in their 
disciplines. 

The following actions have been taken in response to the above recommendations: 

(a) appointment of a Computer Advisory Committee to study the role of computers in 

the academic program 
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(b) appointment of a Computer Advisory Committee to assess the appropriateness of 
computers for town and school business application 

(c) printing and distribution of a 7-12 Program of Studies 

(d) purchase of a word proessor using career education entitlements 

(e) initiation of discussions on high school requirements and the core curriculum concept 

(f) addition of an honors biology course to the ninth grade program 

(g) consolidating of course offerings in some departments (e.g., English) to meet the 
recommendations in the Long-Range Curriculum Report 


SPECIAL EDUCATION 

Continued progress was made in reducing the rate of growth in special education 
costs. Major savings were realized by providing where possible appropriate services and 
programs within the Weston Public Schools. These services and programs included the 
early intervention for preschoolers, a primary language class, an intermediate language 
class, a class for developmentally delayed children, two classes-within-a-class, five learning 
centers, an alternative high school program and counseling and psychological services. 
Whereas there were 56 out-of-district placements in 1978-79, there were 44 such place- 
ments in 1979-80 and 73 in 1980-81. In addition, Weston saved several thousands of 
dollars in out-of-district placements by participating in student exchanges with Wayland, 
Wellesley and Westwood at no expense to the three cooperating towns. 

In-service training for staff enabled the decentralization of special education and the 
subsequent strengthening of the relationship between special education and the regular 
classroom teacher. This reorganization has worked well. 

The Weston Special Education Parent Advisory Council (WSEPAC) and Dr. Sam 
Toto, Special Education Administrator, have made valuable contributions to the suc- 

COMMITTEE TO CONSIDER CLOSING A SCHOOL 

In October, 1979, the School Committee appointed a committee of fifteen residents, 
teachers and administrators to examine the possibility of closing a school in the near 
future. Should the committee determine a school closing was possible, the committee 
was asked to then make further recommendations as to which school should be closed, 
what the most effective grade structure for the allocation of students among those school 
buildings remaining open should be and finally whether the Weston School Committee 
should retain the right to use the closed school in the short term (two to five years) or in 
the long term (five to twenty years). 

Chaired by Arthur Harrison, the committee convened on a weekly basis from No- 
vember to March. The committee met with the elementary and junior high faculties 
and with interested residents. The committee took into account the suggestions and 
concerns expressed in these meetings, current enrollment and demographic projections, 
the retention of present school programs, historic and projected operating costs, antici- 
pated capital expenditures, building design and utilization, effective grade configuration 
and the usefulness of a building after closure. 

In its final report to the School Committee, the Committee to Consider Closing A 
School made the following recommendations: 

1. To close a school as of September, 1982. 

2. Toclose Field School. 

3. To retain the right to use the facility over the short term (two to five years) 

4. To adopt the following grade structure and housing after a school closing: K-2 
(Country); 3-5 (Woodland); 6-8 (Junior High/Middle School). 

The School Committee voted the recommendations as tendered in May, 1980. 
Weston faculty members participated in summer workshops focusing on the middle 
school and the consolidation of the Field and Woodland Schools. A committee of parents, 
teachers and administrators convened in the fall to plan further for the tranisition to the 
Weston Middle School, 
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As of this writing, the economic constraints of Proposition 244 may force the School 
Committee to reconsider its vote and subsequently close Field School and create a middle 
school one year earlier than recommended. 


BASIC SKILLS 

A Basic Skills Committee composed of Town residents and school personnel was 
formed pursuant to the requirements of the Massachusetts Basic Skills Improvement 
Policy. The committee was charged with setting standards in mathematics, reading and 
writing, selecting or devising appropriate instruments for measuring achievement in each 
of these areas and making recommendations for the Weston testing program in general. 

Dr. Jeremiah Kellett, Chairman of the Basic Skills Committee, presented the final 
report containing eighteen recommendations in March, 1980. In keeping with the recom- 
mendations and in compliance with state mandate, third, sixth and eighth grade students 
were tested in the fall of 1980 for minimum competency in mathematics, reading and 
writing. The Basic Skill Committee was asked to reconvene in order to make suggestions 
as to how best develop a plan for testing listening skills. Based on the suggestions, a pilot 
program has been conducted. A SCHOOL ISSUES on Basic Skills has been planned 
for spring, 1981. 


ENERGY CONSERVATION 

With the advice of the Energy Committee, composed of citizens and staff, and with 
the patience and cooperation of all in the schools, concerted efforts to reduce the rate of 
energy consumption continued. In 1980, schools used only half as much oil and electricity 
as had been used in 1973, the year prior to the oil embargo. Education Commissioner 
Anrig announced national recognition of the Weston energy effort. The Massachusetts 
Association of School Superintendents awarded “E” flags to the Weston Public Schools 
for energy conservation success. 

However most of the uncomplicated albeit uncomfortable changes in consumption 
practice had been implemented, and it became apparent that money would have to be 
appropriated if further savings of any significance were to be realized. 

Working with Bill Keane, Director of Buildings and Grounds, and the Citizens’ 
Committee, John Stayn, Assistant Superintendent for Business Services, developed a Five 
Year Capital Projects Projection and obtained a $30,000 grant from the Commonwealth 
and a $10,000 grant from the U. S. Department of Energy to help offset the cost of 
technical audits and capital projects related to energy conservation. Liaisons from the 
School Committee and Finance Committee prepared background material for a mainten- 
ance-energy bond issue. Repair of the roof at the Junior High School has top priority. 


BY WAY OF CONCLUSION 
Selecting that which is to be highlighted in the Report of the Weston School Com- 

mittee is an eclectic exercise in frustration. To be certain, the appointment of Committees 
and charges to same along with the ensuing recommendations based on long and thought- 
ful consideration provide the appropriate superstructure for a year in review. Yet, any 
such report seems as insensitive as it is incomplete without making mention of the fol- 
lowing: 

The School Committee began the year constructing a budget that was in compliance 

with the four percent tax cap and ended the year assessing the impact of Proposition 214. 


The Supreme Court of Massachusetts declared the School Prayer Law unconstitutional. 


After nine years as a dedicated member of the Weston School Committee, including 
two years as Chairman, Joan Wexler retired. Ann Sweet was re-elected. Carol Hinckley 
was newly elected. 
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Roland Gibson, the Principal of Field School for seven years, requested transfer to 
a teaching position in the social studies department at Weston High School. Edward 
Whalen was selected to be the new Principal of Field School. 


Using grocery carts, Country School teachers, with the help of high school students, 
reorganized the location of their classrooms according to grade levels. 


Several Weston organizations and individuals provided financial and moral support 
for a Drug and Alcohol Program at the Junior and Senior High Schools. 


Through the support and assistance of the Weston Parent Teacher Organization, 
chaired by Monica Rostad, parent volunteers made an invaluable contribution to 
the breadth and quality of the school experience. 


Students, teachers and adminstrators provided extraordinary support for a class, a 
school, and a community grieving the loss of Tucky Gee. 


Weston bus drivers undertook training to better understand the special needs children 
on their routes. 


High School faculty commenced necessary work for the accreditation scheduled for 
October, 1981. 


The Weston High School field hockey team won the State Championship. The varsity 
swimming team won the Eastern Massachusetts Interscholastic Swimming Association 
championship. Weston teams placed first in the Dual County League in field hockey, 
swimming, and boys and girls indoor and spring track. The eighth grade boys base- 
ball team had an undefeated season. 


The School Committee approved the sending of a questionnaire to the Townspeople 
of Weston in order to survey attitudes toward education and compare them to a 
similar survey made in 1975. 


The Social Studies Review Committee spent three days observing the teaching of 
social studies in kindergarten through twelfth grade. A report was received in January, 
1981. 


The schedule at Weston High School was altered to provide for additional student- 
teacher conference time on Tuesday and Wednesday afternoons.

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REPORT OF THE MINUTEMAN REGIONAL 
VOCATIONAL TECHNICAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


Expansion of the Minuteman Regional Vocational Technical School District to 
include the towns of Bolton, Lancaster, and Needham took effect on July 1, 1980. Partly 
as a result of this expansion, the school’s enrollment is at an all-time high of 1213 day 
students. Use of the building after hours for Adult and Community Education programs 
is also at an all-time high. In the fall of 1980, an average of 2,600 people per week came 
to Minuteman Tech to take late afternoon and evening classes. 

In June 1980, Minuteman Tech graduated its third senior class. Forty-nine percent 
of the graduates went to work in the trade for which they had been trained or in a trade 
related to it. (Prior to graduating, co-op jobs were held by 38 percent of the seniors.) 
Twenty-six percent of the graduates continued their education at two or four year colleges 
or technical schools, and five percent went into the military service. The remaining 20 
percent of the graduates took jobs out of their trade area or were uncertain of their 
plans. 

During 1980, Minuteman Tech was chosen as the site for the new Massachusetts 
Vocational Curriculum Resource Center. Financed and supported by a grant from the 
State’s Division of Occupational Education, the Center is now in operation. Its major 
function is to make the most up-to-date curriculum resources available to teachers in 
both vocational and comprehensive high schools throughout the state. 

A new vocational program in Painting and Decorating and an Air Force Junior 
ROTC program were added to the Minuteman Tech curriculum in 1980. Student interest 
in the new ROTC program quickly surpassed the most optimistic predictions. On Sep- 
tember 30, the Junior ROTC unit was officially activated by the Air Force with a cadet 
corps of 159 students. These students will all be eligible for college scholarship aid in the 
form of full scholarships to any accredited college with an ROTC program. They will 
also be eligible for appointment to the U.S. Air Force Academy. 

Again in 1980, a number of Minuteman Tech students received state and national 
recognition for outstanding achievements in various fields. Seniors Judith Bobitt of Lincoln 
and Frank Filz of Lexington received letters of commendation from the National Merit 
Scholarship Corporation for their outstanding performance on the 1979 PSAT. June 
1980 graduate Marianne Arbuckle of Acton won a third place bronze medal in the 
Graphic Communications competition at the Vocational Industrial Clubs of American 
National Skill Olympics in Atlanta, Georgia. Fellow graduate Steve Bowden of Lincoln 
received a Certificate of Merit in the Commercial Art Competition at the National Skill 
Olympics. 

Senior Jeannine Haywood of Lexington won second place in a national photography 
contest sponsored by VocEd magazine, the Journal of the American Vocational As- 
sociation. Senior Diane Rivard of Needham became the first vocational school student 
ever to be elected President of the Massachusetts High School Division of the Distributive 
Education Clubs of America. 

Minuteman Tech Horticulture students designed and constructed an exhibit at the 
New England Flower Show which was given three awards -- a second place ribbon in 
the education category, an educational certificate in recognition of the exhibit’s edu- 
_ cational value, and a bronze medal for exceptional merit in combining the areas of land- 
scaping, greenhouse management, and forestry into a unified display. 

On the sports scene, June 1980 graduate Mark Palaima of Arlington scored his 
1000th point in his final basketball game of the season for Minuteman. He was the leading 
scorer in the Commonwealth Conference with a 24.8 point average per game. He was 
also chosen to play in the 7th Annual Hall of Fame All-Star Basketball game. Minute- 
man’s Varsity Basketball Coach Nick Papas was selected to be one of the coaches for this 


game. 
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- During 1980, Minuteman Tech became the first school in New England to become 
involved in Project C.R.E.A.T.1.0.N. (Concern Regarding the Environment and Tech- 
nology in Our Nation/Neighborhood). A $2,500 grant will finance teacher training and 
curriculum materials designed to encourage students to become actively concerned 
about the environment in which they live. The areas on which the project will focus 
include energy, land use, urban management and pollution. 

Minuteman Tech’s efforts to provide equal educational opportunities for all of its 
students-received state and national recognition during 1980. Under a grant from the 
State Department of Education, Minuteman staff members prepared a manual entitled, 
“Techniques for Eliminating Sex Discrimination from Vocational Education -- An In- 
structor’s Guide for Culinary Arts”. This manual is the first one ever to be prepared on 
this subject and is now being distributed nationally through vocational curriculum 
centers. 

The Massachusetts Women’s Vocational Education Coalition (made up of represent- 
atives from groups such as the League of Women Voters and the American Association 
of University Women) visited Minuteman Tech to monitor the school’s compliance with 
sex equity provisions of state and federal laws. The report on this visit commended 
Minuteman for having “leadership fully committed to equity for all students” and for 
strategies being used by the school to promote sex equity. 

One of these strategies, funded by a grant from the State Department of Education, 
is the establishment of a Regional Resource Center which provides films and other 
media related to sex equity on a free loan basis to schools and community groups in 
the 15 towns of the district. 

Energy conservation continued to be a prime concern at Minuteman Tech during 
1980. A separate water heating unit for the swimming pool and kitchen is being installed. 
In addition, evening and weekend use of the building is being severely curtailed during 
the months of December, January, and February in order to conserve energy. 

In 1980, Minuteman Tech’s Energy Committee was instrumental in the establishment 
of a regional advisory committee with representatives invited from each of the 15 district 
towns. This group held two very productive meetings during which the members shared 
specific information regarding energy saving projects and needs within their twns. A core 
group of this committee has now been formed which will be developing plans for the com- 
mittee as a whole, including relations with the Association of Massachusetts Local Energy 
Officials. Information related to energy conservation will continue to be shared and issues 
dealt with relating to energy management at the local level. 

The biggest change in the Minuteman Tech School Committee during 1980 has 
been the addition of three new members representing the new district towns of Bolton, 
Lancaster, and Needham. Francis X. Callahan of Arlington resigned and was replaced 
by John P. Donahue. Martin F. Craine, Jr. was appointed to replace Donald D. Bishop 
of Sudbury who served on the committee with distinction for two years.

REPORT OF THE WESTON-ROMBAS 
AFFILIATION COMMITTEE 


The Weston-Rombas Affiliation was established in 1950 to promote the ideals of 
world peace through friendship among peoples of different nations. For the first few 
years, the Affiliation maintained a ‘sister-city’ relationship with Rombas, a city in northern 
France. In 1954 a student exchange was begun with the Lycee in Rombas. 1960 Saw 
a similar program initiated with the Colegio de Aplicacao in Porto Alegre, Brazil. In 
the fall of 1979, an exchange with the Garcia-Hernandez School in Valencia, Spain 
was attempted. 

Foreign students visiting Weston under the auspices of the Weston-Rombas Af- 
filiation in 1980 were Martine Boulanger and Dominique Guillemin from Rombas, 
Anahy Fagundes and Claudia Schmitt from Porto Alegre, and Pablo Cruz Orozco from 
Valencia. Stephanie Burke and Karen Ott of Weston studied in France. No Weston 
student went to Brazil. 

The exchange with Valencia was not repeated in September of 1980 because specific 
details of the housing and schooling in Spain could not be worked out to the satisfaction 
of the Weston-Rombas Affiliation. The committee, however, is still desirous of establish- 
ing a Spanish-speaking program and is currently exploring possibilities in both Mexico 
and Spain. ; 

The Affiliation received no applications for the 1981 academic year in Brazil, 
making the second consecutive year that no Weston student would be sent to Porto 
Alegre. In the face of this obvious lack of interest on the part of our student body, the 
committee plans to reevaluate this area in an effort to see whether it could - or should - be 
revitalized. 

Funding for the Affiliation is derived from private donations made in response to 
an annual town-wide appeal and from a Palm Sunday Brunch. In the fiscal year 1979-80, 
the generous support of townspeople produced an income of $5,463. Expenses, which 
included a portion of the air fare for student participants, partial payment for a trip to 
Washington, D.C. for each of our foreign guests, insurance, printing, and mailing, 
amounted to $3,710. Committee reserves were used to make up the deficit. 

Our program could not function without the warm hospitality extended to our 
visiting students by gracious Weston Families, and the Weston-Rombas Affiliiation 
wishes to thank all those who opened their homes and their hearts to our 1980 scholars.

LIBRARY 


REPORT OF THE WESTON 
PUBLIC LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


In spite of the severe limitations imposed by the inadequate building and the 
necessity of stretching the annual budget to keep the library open an acceptable number 
of hours, the year 1980 has shown gratifying progress in library service, and a forward- 
looking attitude of preparation for continuing accomplishment. 

The year’s progress can be attributed in large part to the leadership and creative 
thinking of the Director, Alice Douglas. She has made skillfull use of the budget to pro- 
vide enough staff hours for good service to the public, and also to be able to purchase 
enough supplies, equipment and library materials. Her planning for staff development 
has included constant enrichment for all members through appropriate training. She 
has always been alert and ready to take advantage of such opportunities as gifts and 
various kinds of help from individuals and groups. She has arranged for publicizing of 
new services as they have been initiated in response to people's changing lives and needs. 
Above all, she is helping the library to prepare now for future needs, including cooper- 
ation networks and use of appropriate technology. 

The director, the staff and the trustees are all working together to solve the long- 
standing problem of inadequate space. In consultation with Gardner Ertman, principal 
of the architectural firm of Day & Ertman, we have conducted the promised feasibility 
study for expansion of the library building, and we begin to see solutions to the plaguing 
problems of septic system, parking and land use. 

Several architectural shapes for an addition have been under consideration, and 
also the feasibility of library space in the Field School if it should become available at 
a suitable time. 

Meanwhile, the day-to-day operation of the library was going well. 738 new library 
cards were issued in the adult department, bringing the total number of registered bor- 
rowers up to over 7,000, of whom 1,710 are children from pre-school age through sixth 
grade. Circulation in adult services was 87,299 and in children’s services 58,036, for a 
total of 145,335, an increase of 4,500 over last year. Although circulation figures are not 
prime indicators of the many ways people use the library, the continued increase does 
suggest a healthy state of use of library materials. 
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The library was closed for the week of February 4-9, so that the inventory which 
was begun last year could be continued. This will result in much greater efficiency and 
will make our holdings more readily available to patrons. 

We are especially proud of putting new books in the hands of patrons several days 
after receipt, many circulating before bookstores feature them -- a significant accomplish- 
ment of Julie Brown, Cataloger. 

Special programs this year have included a slide talk by Dr. Charles Huizenga on 
“Everyday Life in China”, a monthly book discussion led by Sandra Yensen, “Fridays 
at Two” led by Professor Adolph Manoil, and courses in speed reading and creative © 
writing. In children’s services seven pre-school! and nursery groups have regularly attended 
story hours, while the picture book program and the Thursday morning Drop-In for 
pre-school children and parents are always popular. In the Spring vacation, there was 
a film festival, the Summer Reading Club from June to August ended its season with a 
puppet show by the Gerwick Players, and at Halloween there was a Magic Show with 
Steve Pradell. 

An original service designed for the many Weston art-lovers, has been the Self- 
Service Slide Shows of national art exhibitions. Color slides and the projector are set 
up for patrons to view at their leisure in the library. Then the exhibition catalogs and 
slides circulate. To date, Tutankhamen, Picasso, and Judy Chicago's The Dinner 
Party have had showings here. 

Under the aegis of the library, with Marjorie Campbell, Local History Specialists, 
the Oral History Committee, which includes representatives of the Weston Historical 
Society, has begun to interview long-time residents of Weston. The first of these oral 
histories has been completed. It is the result of a series of interviews with Grant M. Palmer, 
for many years chairman of the Board of Library Trustees, conducted by Jeannette 
Cheek, who is acting as adviser to the committee. These taped interviews have been 
transcribed by volunteer Marion Henderson. 

The library has had many displays through the year. The Weston Arts and Crafts 
Association has had exhibits hanging every month in the stairwell, and special mention 
may be made of the Gypsy Moth display in January and February, of the annual Scout 
display in March and April, of the hanging of the Weston Public Library quilted banner 
created by Rhoda Cohen and the Weston Quilt Workshop, and of the display of black- 
smith work by a local blacksmith, Arthur Wedmore. 

New members who have joined the staff this year are Mary Patricia Valentine, 
library assistant, Patricia Siek, bookkeeper, Susan Ross, clerk, Eliot Shanabrook, cus- 
todial assistant, and also three new pages, Jill Jackson, Sarah Mack and Linda Smith. 

Helen Lennon took a course in “Interpreting Literature for Children” and Phyllis 
Montogomery studied young adult literature, both at Framingham State Teachers 
College. All members of the staff have been active in professional groups and organi- 
zations, and several have attended state and regional meetings. The Director, Alice 
Douglas, is on the Planning and Budget Committee of the Eastern Massachusetts Regional 
System, and attended the American Library Association convention in New York. Trustee 
Betty Hower serves on the Board of Directors of the Massachusetts Library Trustees 
Association. 

Gifts received during the year have included $50 from the Futterman Fund, $90 
from Book Affair and $500 from the Donmarel Foundation. We thank those who have 
contributed to the book collection through the Brooks Plan. Lynn Retik gave a recon- 
ditioned typewriter for patron use, The Friends of the Weston Public Library gave a 
Gestetner stencil maker from the proceeds of their book sale held in May. For the cir- 
culating art print collection, quilted carriers were made by Elin Tilly, and photographs 
of each work of art were taken by Lorraine Parmelee, making a notebook for patrons’ 
selection. Through the Friends’ cadre of volunteers, the library is now offering a new 
personalized service of delivering books to the homebound, headed by Phyllis Ritvo and 
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Carin Dohlman. Virginia Walker has suceeded Diane Kaneb as president of the Friends 
of the Weston Public Library, and a membership drive is underway. Our thanks go to 
the Friends’ volunteers, and to ali the other volunteers, too many to name individually, 
who so generously gave their time and support to the library, and to the garden clubs 
whose flower arrangements are enjoyed by staff and public every week. If we may call 
1980 a successful year, it has been the result of real dedication and unremitting hard 
work by the staff under the leadership of the Director. 
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PARK AND CEMETERY 


REPORT OF THE PARK AND CEMETERY COMMISSION 


In May the Park and Cemetery Commission bid an affectionate farewell to Howard 
M. Forbes who has been a Commissioner since 1965. During his tenure major improve- 
ments have been made in the parks and cemeteries which he worked continually to 
develop with natural New England beauty. He served frequently as chairman and secre- 
_ tary and always as our fiscal watchdog. We regret his decision to step down, but will 
always value his expert and patient advice. — 

We welcome as our new Member Mrs. Verna Douglass who brings to the Commis- 
sion great expertise acquired in her years of involvement with Weston’s garden clubs. 

The previously planned acceleration in development of easterly areas of Linwood 
Cemetery continued throughout the year. The Town Green Overlook on Church Street 
was cleaned out and replanted and the refurbishing of the walls of Children’s Park was 
completed. 

During 1980 the cemeteries returned, as usual, a large percentage (71%) of our 
expenditures to the town through receipts as set forth below:

REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMISSION 


PROGRAMS 

_ 1980 was the best year ever for leisure services in Weston. Over 75 programs and 
special events were offered to residents on a year-round basis. The summer day camp, a 
somewhat troubled program in 1979, was a safe, fun filled, exciting, and an attendance 
record setting camp during summer 80. The change over to a combination multiracial, 
integrated sports camp was The Innovation during the 1980 season. Visits by professional 
athletes, the adventure week with its parachute jump, the archers, the rock climber, the 
kayakers, and the hang gliders highlighted the overall successes of the camp. Every goal 
in the area of programming was achieved. Both the in-town Weston and Roxbury-Boston 
transportation systems worked flawlessly. The routes met the needs of the campers and 
there were no problems on any of the 39 days the busses ran. A pool bus also operated 
between the outdoor pool and the camp and it was well used. 

The net cost per participant for the camp programs that was supported by tax 
monies was 17*/hour/child. Considering this unique interracial program and a range 
of $1.00-$2.00/hour as the standard hourly rate which babysitters are paid in the Boston 
Area, the Weston Recreation Day Camp was also highly cost effective. Over 100 Boston 
campers from Roxbury applied and one bus load of children attended everyday. Weston 
campers also participated in numbers that were similar to the most successful record 
setting years of 1972 and 1975. 

Proper reactions and standard first aid procedures were used throughout the season 
by all the summer employees at all the programs and this summer's staff had a good mix 
of veterans and rookies who performed admirably. A variety of new programs and events 
were added throughout the year, they included:

The Fall Festival was a joint effort sponsored by the Recreation Department, Youth 
Commission, Land’s Sake Inc., and 2 local businesses which paid for the hot air balloon 
rides. Demonstration of old time living and land management, canoe rides on the pond, 
New Games instruction, free hot dogs and soda were enjoyed by 350 residents highlighting 
Weston's togetherness and community spirit. The Recreation Commission hopes to make 
this an annual event.

MAINTENANCE 

The accomplishments in the area of maintenance were just as impressive as those 
in programming. The department assumed responsibility of the mowing of all the de- 
partment’s playing fields and parks. This transfer of duties helped the Town realize an 
immediate savings of $1,000 in 1980 and a probable savings of $3,000 in 1981. The pool 
parking lot was extended, the maintenance yard was fenced, the parking lot fence posts 
were set, a new infield was put in at the Field School, a backstop was moved from the 
Brook School to the Field School, and the College ballfield backstop was purchased and 
installed. The College ballfield was regraded, seeded and then fertilized, Brook Road 
Field was cleared along the stonewall, and the make-shift tennis fence was removed at 
the college tennis courts in preparation for the upcoming renovation. All these projects 
were completed in addition to the regular maintenance duties that include field schedul- 
ing, trash runs, and the operation of our major facilities, namely the College pond, the 
pool, and the 15 outdoor tennis courts. 

The Memorial Pool repairs for Part A - the structural work - was completed by 
D. J. McCarty Construction Company in time for the regular pool opening. The cost 
of this work was $62,000 and Part B - the painting of the pool - is now being investigated 
by the Commission. 


ADMINISTRATION & RESEARCH 

Administratively, department personnel developed a comprehensive set of personnel 
policies and a checklist evaluation device for all department employees. The Weston 
Recreation Department reached new heights with regards to its revenue turned into the 
General Fund for fiscal year 1981. If you were to compare the gross total under the day 
camp in 1980 you would note that it is smaller than the total in 1979, but this does not 
represent fewer campers at the camp. In fiscal 1980 the charges assessed to the Roxbury- 
Weston Inc. organization were calculated using a more equitable formula. Day Camp 
attendance was up dramatically in 1980 as was stated earlier in this report. An inventory 
of all badge sales and receipts was follows:

One of the upcoming research projects the Commission is investigating is the pos- 
sibility of having concessions at our major programs as another way of returning revenue 
to the General Fund. 

The progress and development of Recreation programs and facilities in Weston is 
aided by cooperation with other committees and departments. Their contribution is

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WATER DEPARTMENT 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


The water department records show that the water pumped in 1980 amounted to 
422,116,000 gallons, 41,476,000 more than 1979. 

During the year the installation of a new 12” water main on Boston Post Rd. was 
accomplished. This now gives full 12” coverage thru the center of town from Wellesley 
St. to Highland St. In addition water mains were extended on Hillcreast Rd., Lincoln 
St. and Kings Grant Rd. Two major water main breaks on Country Dr. and Pigeon 
Hill Rd. were repaired by the Dept. in addition to several small leaks in service pipes. 
Nineteen new water services were installed this past year. Several fire hydrants were 
raised and repaired in compliance with Fire Dept. specifications and under a meter 
replacement program several old meters were replaced with newer efficient models.

Pursuant to a warrant, duly served, Henry Wheeler, the Moderator, called the 
Special Town Meeting to order at 7:45 P.M. on January 14, 1980, in the Senior High 
School. The Moderator read the warrant and return of service. He then declared a 
quorum present. 


Article 1. To appropriate additional money from available funds for the current fiscal 
period for the following purposes:

Article 2. To appropriate money from available funds to the use of the Weston Elderly 
House Committee to maintain and operate the Brook School housing development for 
the remainder of the current fiscal period. 


Voted: that the sum of $25,000.00 be appropriated to the use of the Weston Elderly 
Housing Committee from available funds for the current fiscal period with which to 
operate and maintain the Brook School housing development. 


Article 3. To authorize the Weston Elderly Housing Committee to accept a grant or 


grants from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and contract for water conservation 
measures at the Brook School housing development. 
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Voted: that the Weston Elderly Housing Committee be authorized to accept and expend 
without further authorization a grant or grants from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
for water conservation measures at the Brook School housing development, making and 
executing all contracts, certifications and undertakings on behalf of the Town deemed 
necessary or appropriate by the Committee to carry out and conform with the objectives 
and requirments of the Commonwealth, its agents and agencies in regard to such grant 
or grants. 


Article 4. To appropriate money from available funds to the use of the Selectmen to 
investigate and/or take action to control and suppress gypsy moth infestations, including 
the authority to join with other municipalities or governmental agencies to such ends. 


Mr. Hestnes moved (1) that the sum of $65,000.00 be appropriated to the use 
of the Selectmen from available funds for the current fiscal period with which to spray 
all public and private lands in the Town not specifically objecting in writing to such 
spraying against gypsy moth infestations, the type of spray and its method of application 
to be within the sole discretion of the Selectmen. 

Motion seconded. 

After considerable discussion Howard Forbes moved the previous question. 

Seconded. Motion carried by a two-thirds vote. 

The original motion was read again. Motion failed on a voice vote. 


Voted (2) that the sum of $2,000.00 be apropriated to the use of the Selectmen from 
available funds for the current fiscal period with which to prepare, or cause to be pre- 
pared, and distribute to the residents of the Town, information concerning the control 
and suppression of gypsy moth infestations. 


Article 5. To authorize or approve a petition to the General Court of the Commonwealth 
that it enact a special law to authorize and permit the operation of school buses for use 
by residents of the Town who are not attending the public schools, with or without charge 
to such users. 

Mr. Dickson moved that a petition be presented by the Selectmen to the General 
Court of the Commonwealth by and on behalf of the Town Meeting of the Town of 
Weston requesting the General Court to enact a special act to authorize the Town to 
utilize the school buses owned by the Town to transport with or without compensation, 
town residents within the town, whether or not they are attending the public schools of 
the Town, always provided that the use of such buses shall not interfere with the trans- 
portation of school children and the reimbursement from the Commonwealth to the 
Town for the transportation of school children, the specific form and conditions of such 
act to be as the Selectmen in their sole discretion may determine; such act shall require 
further action by a future special or annual town meeting before becoming effective. 

Motion seconded. 

After a brief discussion motion carried by a voice vote. 


Article 6. To transfer the funds received by the public schools from insurance recovery 
in the amount of $12,388.94 to the Schools account “Instructional, Maintenance and 
other Expenses.” 


Voted: that the sum of $12,388.94 received by the public schools from insurance recovery 


be transferred and appropriated to the Schools account “Instructional, Maintenance and 
Other Expenses.” 
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Article 7, To amend the vote under Article 11 of the Annual Town Meeting held May 6, 
1978, being the appropriation of $30,000.00 to the use of the Fire Department to purchase 
and equip a mini-pumper, by increasing the appropriated amount, and to authorize 
the issuing of bonds and notes therefor. 

Voted unanimously: that the vote under Article 11 of the Annual Town Meeting held 
May 6, 1978, be amended by increasing from $30,000.00 to $45,000.00 the sum appro- 
priated to the use of the Fire Department for the acquisition and equipping of a mini- 
pumper and that the said sum of $45,000.00 be raised by borrowing inside the statutory 
debt limit under the authority of Chapter 44, Section 7 (9) of the General Laws, as 
amended, to which the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, be authorized 
to prepare, issue and sell bonds or notes of the Town at one time or from time to time, 
and to determine in conformity to law the period of the loan or loans, all particulars as 
to the form, issue and sale of said bonds or notes, their annual maturities, and the rate 
and times of payment of interest on them. 


Article 8. To place the care, custody and control of land given to the Town, located 
along Terrace Road, in the Conservation Commission until further vote of the Town. 


Voted unanimously: that the care, custody and control of that land lying between 
Terrace Road and Stony Brook, recently given to the Town by deed of Suffolk Franklin 
Savings Bank dated December 6, 1979, be placed in the Conservation Commission until 
further vote of the Town. 


Article 9. To amend the By-Laws of the Town, ARTICLE XVI thereof, by striking 

such Article and substituting therefor an article in substantially the following language: 
“ARTICLE XVI Section 1. The use of any portion of the town forests, parks and 
conservation lands, and the access ways thereto, by motorized vehicles, including 
recreational vehicles, and snowmobiles, is prohibited. 

Section 2. Excepted from the operation of Section 1 are vehicles 
engaged in the care and management of the lands or in other town business. 

Section 3. Excepted from the operation of Section 1 are automobiles, 
trucks and trailers involved in activities taking place at the Dickson Memorial Ring 
located on Concord Road, provided such vehicles are engaged in or associated with 
those equestrian activities for which the Dickson Memorial Ring is intended to be used. 

Section 4, Discharging firearms in any portion of the lands de- 
scribed in Section 1, except by police in performance of official duties or except 
with the written permission of the town committee or commission charged with the 
care, custody and control of the applicable lands, is prohibited. 

Section 5. The town committee or commission charged with the 
care, custody and control of such lands, with the advice and consent of the Selectmen, 
may make reasonable regulations implementing Sections 1, 2, § and 4; and such 
committee or commission may make additional reasonable regulations providing for 
the care and management of the lands within their control. 

Section 6, The penalty for violation of this ARTICLE XVI or any 
regulation made under the authority thereof shall be a fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars for each offense,” 


Mr. Hestnes moved that the By-Law of the Town be amended by striking in its 
entirety ARTICLE XVI thereof and substituting therefor a new article to be numbered 
ARTICLE XVI which shall be worded and in the form set out in Article 9 of the warrant 
for this Special Town Meeting, 

Motion was duly seconded, 
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After discussion by Mr. Hestnes, Mr. Mark L. Uhrich questioned penalties. 

Mr. Hestnes stated the General Law prohibits greater fine or penalty. 

After discussion it was moved that the motion be amended by deleting Section 6 of 
ARTICLE XVI as printed in Article 9 of the warrant and substituting therefore the 
following wording: 

“Section 6. The penalty for violation of this ARTICLE XVI or any regulation made 
under the authority thereof shall be a fine not exceeding the maximum amount permitted 
by law.” 

Amendment was seconded. So voted. 

The main motion as amended carried by a voice vote. 


Article 10. To amend the By-Laws of the Town by adding thereto a new by-law to be 
designated Article XXI, TREE WARDEN, and which by-law will provide for the yearly 
appointment of the Tree Warden by the Selectmen of the Town, commencing with the 
Annual Town Meeting of 1980. 


Voted: that the By-Laws of the Town be amended by adding thereto a new by-law to be 
designated Article XXI, TREE WARDEN, which shall be worded as follows: 

ARTICLE XXI, TREE WARDEN - Commencing with the Annual Town Meeting 
of 1980 the Selectmen of the Town shall by majority vote annually appoint the Tree 
Warden for the Town, and thereafter fill any vacancy occurring in that office, such 
Tree Warden to have the usual statutory authority, duties and powers of tree wardens 
in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts as well as the authority, duties and powers voted 
to the Tree Warden by action of any annual or special town meeting of the Town. 


Article 11. To transfer the appropriation for chapter 90 highway maintenance and 
construction voted under Article 8 of the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting of May 
7, 1979, to the account “Highways and Bridges - Construction and Reconstruction of 
Public Ways” and to appropriate additional money from available funds to such account. 


Voted: that the sum of $22,304.00 appropriated by the vote under Article 8 of the 
Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting of May 7, 1979, to meet the part of the cost of 
Chapter 90 highway construction which falls upon the Commonwealth and/or Middlesex 
County, be transferred to the account “Highways and Bridges - Construction and Re- 
construction of Public Ways” and to appropriate from available funds for the current 
fiscal period the additional sum of $2,533.00 to the same account. 


Upon motion duly made and seconded, the Special Town Meeting was dissolved 
at 9:10 P.M.

The following motion to amend was presented: “That the item of $111,000.00 for 
Selectmen, Consulting and Professional Salaries be deleted from the motion.” 

Motion to amend was seconded. 


Mr. Dickson did not accept amendment. 
Motion to amend was defeated. 
Mr. Dickson's motion carried. 


Article 2. To transfer money from the appropriation for the fiscal year commencing 
July 1, 1979 for “Schools - Salaries” to the appropriations for the same fiscal year for 
“Schools - Instructional Maintenance and Other Expenses” and “Schools - Transportation.” 


Voted: That the sum of $26,571.00 be transferred from the previous appropriation to 
the account “Schools - Salaries,” $14,154.00 to the account “Schools - Instructional, 
Maintenance and Other Expenses” and $12,487.00 to the account “Schools - Trans- 
portation.” 


Article 8. To appropriate money from available funds to the use of the Assessors for 
an expert appraisal of taxable property to be contracted for by the Assessors under 
General Laws, Chapter 40, section 4, as amended. 


Voted unanimously: That the sum of $150,000.00 be appropriated from available 
funds for the use of the Assessors for an expert appraisal of taxable property to be con- 
tracted for by the Assessors under General Laws, Chapter 40, section 4, as amended. 


Article 4. To take any and all action necessary to permit the Town to exceed any ap- 
propriation limitation established by Chapter 151 of the Acts of 1979. 


Mr. Dickson moved that this article be passed over and so disposed of. 


Upon motion duly made and seconded, the Special Town Meeting was dissolved 
at 8:04 P.M. 
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ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
May 5, 1980 


The Moderator called the Annual Town Meeting to order at 8:04 P.M. and declared 
a quorum present. 

The Moderator read the call of the Warrant and return of service. He announced 
that the tellers for the Special Town Meeting would serve as tellers for the Annual Town 
Meeting. 

Mr. John Doyle presented the following resolution for Joan F. Wexler, member of 
the School Committee, which was unanimously accepted: 


Resolved: We the citizens of Weston, assembled in Annual Town Meeting, take 
notice that Joan F. Wexler, member of the School Committee for nine years and Chair- 
man for two, has declined to seek re-election. An advocate of close home-school com- 
munication, she initiated programs to encourage increased parental involvement with 
the schools. Her style of openness and listening fostered an environment in which dif- 
ferences of opinion were encouraged and respected. 

As Chairman in 1977, she led the Committee in its search for a new superintendent. 
Never willing to compromise on quality, she persevered until the search culminated in 
the hiring of our current superintendent. 

Throughout these nine years of dramatic change in the economy and school budgets, 
the decline in school enrollment and the change in administrative leadership, Joan 
Wexler has maintained her warm and caring attitude toward every person and every 
problem which has come before her. Her colleagues have learned from her in many 
ways and will long remember that even in the most difficult circumstances, her sym- 
pathetic smile never faded. 


Further Resolved: That this resolution be spread upon the records of the Town 
and that a copy be sent to Mrs, Wexler.

with General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17. 


Article 5. To transfer money from the overlay reserve fund to the reserve fund. 


Voted: That the sum of $100,000.00 be transferred from the overlay reserve fund to 
the reserve fund. 


Article 6. To appropriate money from available funds, for the purpose of deduction 
by the Assessors in determining the annual assessment of taxes in the current year. 


Voted unanimously: That the sum of $400,000.00 be appropriated from available 
funds (free cash) for the purpose of deduction by the Assessors in determining the annual 
assessment of taxes in the fiscal year commencing July 1, 1980, the Town herewith ap- 
proving the retention of all free cash not appropriated by this vote, being the amount of 
$899,110.28 or the amount of free cash certified by the Bureau of Accounts, less 
$400,000.00 whichever is the lesser amount. 


Article 7. To appropriate for the support of the Public Library the dog license refund 
received in the 1980 fiscal year and available money from State aid for the Public Library. 


Voted: That the sum of $1,859.60 being the amount of the dog license refund received 
from the Treasurer of Middlesex County for the fiscal year 1980, and the sum of $4,304.25 
being the amount available from State aid for the Public Library, be appropriated for 
Libraries - Other Expenses, in addition to the amount already appropriated for that 
purpose by vote under Article 2 of the warrant for this meeting. 


Article 8. To appropriate money for the financial year beginning July 1, 1980 from 
available funds in anticipation of State and County reimbursement for Chapter 90 high- 
way maintenance and construction. 


Voted: That the sum of $37,732.00 be appropriated for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 
1980 from available funds to meet the part of the cost of Chapter 90 highway construction 
which falls upon the Commonwealth and/or Middlesex County to be restored upon their 
receipt to available funds. 


Article 9, To appropriate money for the financial year beginning July 1, 1980 to be 
provided by borrowing and/or taxation and/or transfer of funds and/or from other 
sources including available funds, for laying or relaying water mains, and to authorize the 
issuing of bonds and notes. 
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Voted (1): That the sum of $22,500.00 be appropriated from available funds to the 
“Blanket Extensions” account of the Water Department for the use of the Water Com- 
missioners for laying or relaying water mains not less than six (6) inches but less than 
sixteen (16) inches in diameter, which appropriation shall be a continuing appropriation. 


Voted (2): That the sum of $38,000.00 be appropriated for the use of the Water Com- 
missioners for laying or relaying water mains not less than six (6) inches but less than 
sixteen (16) inches in diameter in Boston Post Road. 


Mr. Hestnes moved: that Article 24 be taken up out of order and considered at 
this point prior to business under Article 10. 


Motion seconded. 
Motion carried unanimously. 


Article 24. To take any and all action necessary to permit the Town to exceed any tax 
levy, budget or appropriation limitation imposed by Chapter 151 of the Acts of 1979. 


Voted unanimously (1): That the Town vote to increase the school budget limit estab- 
lished by Chapter 151 of the Acts of 1979 by $160,169.50 so that the appropriations limit 
as so increased will be $7,208,290.00. 


Voted unanimously (2): That the Town vote to increase the levy limit established by 
Chapter 151 of the Acts of 1979, by not more than $300,000 so that the levy limit as so 
increased will not be more than $12,337,121.12. 


Article 10. To appropriate money to the use of the Fire Department for the purchase 
of additional departmental equipment to be provided by borrowing, available funds 
and/or taxation, and to authorize the issuing of bonds and notes. 


Voted unanimously: That the sum of $39,000.00 be appropriated to the use of the 
Fire Department for the purchase of additional departmental equipment; and that said 
appropriation be raised by borrowing inside the statutory debt limit under the authority 
of Chapter 44, section 7(9) of the General Laws, as amended, to which end the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, be authorized to prepare, issue and sell 
bonds or notes of the Town at one time or from time to time, and to determine in con- 
formity to law the period of the loan or loans, all particulars as to the form, issue and 
sale of said bonds or notes, their annual maturities, and the rate and times of payment 
of interest on them. 


Article 11. To change the name of the public way Bay State Road to King’s Grant Road 
for a distance of 956 feet measured from its terminus in a turnaround at land now or 
formerly of Weston Land Co. and Sechovicz thence proceeding easterly to station 
19 + 73.95 as shown on plan 8-3-401A on file in the office of the Town Engineer. 


Voted: That the name of the public way Bay State Road be changed to King’s Grant 
Road for a distance of 956 feet measured from its terminus in a turnaround at land now 
or formerly of Weston Land Co. and Sechovicz thence proceeding easterly to Station 
19 + 73.95 as shown on plan 8-3-401A on file in the office of the Town Engineer. 
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Article 12. To accept legislation of the General Court, Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
entitled substantially as follows: “An act to authorize the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority to take or otherwise acquire certain land for the purpose of protecting and 
preserving the Massachusetts Turnpike and other highway transportation.” 


Mrs. Vernon moved: That an act passed by the General Court in the year nineteen 
hundred and eighty, entitled “An Act to authorize the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority 
to take or otherwise acquire certain land for the purpose of protecting and preserving 
the Massachusetts Turnpike and other highway transportation,” be and hereby is accepted. 


Motion seconded. 

Discussion of motion continued for one hour and fifteen minutes. 
A motion was presented to move the previous question. 

Motion seconded. Motion passed by 2/3rd vote. 


Mrs. Vernon’s motion failed. 

Mrs. Haydock presented the following resolution: 

Resolved: That the right to withdraw water from the Nickerson and FitzGerald 
well fields, including use of pipes and equipment and the necessary easements, be re- 
tained by the Town of Weston as party of any settlement. 


Resolution seconded. 
Motion carried. 


Article 18. To appropriate to the Commissioners of Trust Funds the amount received 
by the Town in settlement of its litigation with the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority and 
the Department of Public Works, Commonwealth of Massachusetts, to be held in a 
separate trust by the Commissioner of Trust Funds, such amount (the principal) to be 
invested and reinvested, the income including accrued income, if any, only of such 
amount (the principal) so placed in trust to be annually appropriated by majority vote 
of the annual town meeting to any purpose for which money may be appropriated by 
the Town, until such time as an annual town meeting shall by two-thirds vote remove 
the principal from trust and appropriate such principal to another municipal purpose; 
the amount received in such settlement shall not be utilized for the purpose of reducing 
the property tax levy for fiscal year 1981. 


Voted: That this article be passed over and so disposed of. 


Article 14. To appropriate money to the use of the School Committee for capital im- 
provement projects and energy-related construction, reconstruction or renovation to be 
provided by borrowing and/or taxation, and to authorize the issuing of bonds and 
notes. 


Vted: That this article be passed over and so disposed of. 
Article 15. To discharge the Special High School Plant Committee also known as the 
Special High School Building Committee authorized by vote under Article 10 of the 


Annual Town Meeting held March 25, 1957 and the vote under Article 1 of the Special 
Town Meeting held June 19, 1958. 
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Voted: That the Special High School Plant Committee, also known as the Special High 
School Building Committee, authorized by vote under Article 10 of the Warrant for 
the Annual Town Meeting held March 25, 1957, and the vote under Article 1 of the 
Warrant for the Special Town Meeting held June 19, 1958, be discharged with the thanks 
and appreciation of the Town. 


Mr. Hestnes moved to adjourn the Annual Town Meeting to Tuesday, May 6, 1980 
at 7:45 P.M. at the Senior High School Auditorium. 


Seconded. So Voted. 
Meeting adjourned at 10:12 P.M. 


In accordance with Article I, Section 5, of the By-Laws of the Town notice was 
immediately posted by The Town Clerk on the bulletin board at Town Hall that the 
Annual Town Meeting called for May 5, 1980, was ajourned to Tuesday, May 6, 1980, 
at 7:45 o'clock P.M. at the Senior High School. 


ADJOURNED ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
May 6, 1980 


Pursuant to the vote adopted on May 5, 1980, the adjourned Annual Town Meeting 
was called to order in the Senior High School Auditorium by Mr. Henry Wheeler, Moder- 
ator, at 7:45 P.M. for further action under the Warrant. 


The Moderator determined and announced the presence of a quorum. 
The following resolutions were presented and unanimously accepted: 


Resolved: That we, the citizens of Weston, assembled in Annual Town Meeting 
reluctantly take notice that Henry Wheeler, our Moderator since 1968, will retire at the 
conclusion of this Annual Town Meeting. 

Mr. Wheeler has served his fellow citizens in several town capacities, but his longest 
and most difficult duty relates to his position as Moderator. Not only has he presided 
over special and annual town meetings with sensitivity to democratic processes as well 
as attention to rules of order and statutory requirements but he has for twelve years been 
responsible for the appointment of qualified persons to committees of the Town. That he 
has performed his responsibility ably is attested to by the high standards maintained by 
Weston town government. We thank him for his long and capable service. 

We trust Mr. Wheeler will in the future make further contributions to his town, but 
we take this occasion to wish him success in his personal and professional life. 


Further Resolved: That this resolution be spread upon the records of the Town 
and that a copy be sent to Mr. Wheeler. 


Resolved: That we, the citizens of Weston assembled in Annual Town Meeting, 
take notice that Joan B. Vernon, Selectman of the Town for the past six years, Chairman 
of the Board for the last year, and former member of the Finance Committee has deter- 
mined not to seek re-election as a selectman. It is impossible to articulate in a few seconds 
the unique and lasting contribution which Joan Vernon has made to the Town of Weston.

Dr. Elliston has repeatedly been instrumental in bringing others into service of the 
Town and in teaching them, both by instruction and by the example of his own fair, 
objective and professional performance. His fostered proteges, having served at his side, 
continue as part of his legacy to the Town. 

We commend him for his foresight, his care, his patience and his statesmanship. 
He is Weston’s architect.

Article 16. To amend the zoning by-laws of the Town (being Article VIII of the By-Laws 
of the Town, as amended) to create a new research and development district, as follows: 


RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT DISTRICT 


AMEND - Section IV, ESTABLISHMENT OF DISTRICTS, A. DESIGNATION, by 
inserting after 7 a new “8. RESERCH AND DEVELOPMENT DISTRICTS”, and ap- 
propriately renumber the balance of the subsection. 
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AMEND - Section V, USE REGULATIONS, by inserting after subsection D. LIMITED 
INDUSTRIAL DISTRICTS, a new “E. RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT DIS- 
TRICTS” and appropriately renumber the balance of the subsection. The new subsection 
“E. RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT DISTRICTS” shall read substantially as follows: 
“In these districts buildings, structures and premises may be used for one or more 
of the following purposes provided that for the construction, structural alteration, 
extension of buildings, structures and premises, use and substantial change of use or 
activity a special permit is first issued or amended by the special permit granting authority 
pursuant to sections IX and X of the Zoning By-Law: 
1. Office or office building 
2. Research and/or laboratory facility not involving manufacturing of products for 
sale in the normal course of business. 
§. Professional and management training facility 
4. Commercial recreation facility. 
5. Medical or health center 
6. Personal service facility, such as cafeterias and banks, for the occupants of the 
development but not for the general public. 
7. Any use which is incidental or accessory to the foregoing.” 


AMEND :-- Section V, F. REGULATIONS FOR OFF-STREET PARKING, 1. Parking 
area requirements by adding a new subsection “1” which shall read substantially as follows: 

“1, Research and Development Districts - one parking space for each 300 square 
feet of building space or one parking space for each employee, whichever is greater; 
however, the special permit granting authority may reduce the required number of 
parking spaces to a number equal to the maximum number of people employed at and 
using the facility during its largest shift or at any one time, whichever is greater.” 
AMEND :- Section VI, SIZE OF LOTS, etc. by deleting D and substituting a new sub- 
section D which will read substantially as follows: 

“D. BUSINESS, LIMITED INDUSTRIAL AND RESEARCH AND 

DEVELOPMENT DISTRICTS 

Every lot in the business, industrial and research and development districts shall 
have the lot size, frontage and access on a street of at least the distance, and the width 
at the street setback line specified in the following table. Every building or structure in 
such districts shall be so situated as to have at least the buffer setback from the street 
sideline and from all lot lines specified in such table. The ratio of the total area of the 
floor space of all buildings on any lot to the total area of such lot shall not exceed the 
ratio specified in such table. The total portion of a lot in such district covered by parking 
areas shall not exceed the percentage specified in such table.

railroad or limited-access highway. 

**No buildings, structures, parking areas or recreation facilities shall be located within 
the 65-foot buffer around the perimeter of the site except for access roads crossing the 
buffer.” 


AMEND - Section VII, General Provisions. ALL DISTRICT, I. HEIGHT 

REGULATIONS by deleting subsection I and substituting a new subsection I which 
will read substantially as follows: 

“I, HEIGHT REGULATIONS. In all districts other than Research and Development 
districts no part of a building or structure, (except a church, religious structure, or 
educational institution or building which is limited to 35 feet in height measured from 
the lowest finished grade at the building or structure) shall exceed a height from the 
lowest finished grade at the building or structure of two and one-half stories or thirty-five 
feet, whichever is less. On any structure, solar collectors, domes, cupolas, and other 
ornamental features, chimney, ventilators, sky-lights, tanks, bulkheads, machinery, 
antennas, transceivers, and other accessory features which are required above roofs may 
not exceed twenty feet. Freestanding antenna constructions not attached to a building 
or structure shall not exceed 50 feet in height from the ground. In Research and De- 
velopment districts only, no building or structure shall exceed 40 feet in height measured 
from the lowest finished grade at the building structure; and in the situation where such 
a building is built with differing roof heights, each portion, having a different roof 
height, shall be measured as a separate building.” 


AMEND - Section IX. SPECIAL PERMITS, by adding at the end of subsection B an 
additional sentence which shall read substantially as follows: 

“The Zoning Board of Appeals, as Special Permit Granting Authority, may also, 
require, where it deems necessary, that the person to which a special permit is granted 
shall submit periodically certified plans showing the location and elevation of installations 
and structures placed in or upon the premises of the project or development for which 
the special permit is granted.” 


AMEND - Section IX. SPECIAL PERMITS, by deleting subsection I and substituting 
therefor a new subsection I which shall read substantially as follows: 

“I, In the event that the Zoning Board of Appeals, as Special Permit Granting 
Authority, issues or amends a special permit under the provisions of this Section, any 
construction, reconstruction, substantial exterior alteration, addition, use or substantial 
change in use or activity shall be carried on only in conformity with any conditions, 
modifications and restrictions to which the Board shall have made its finding and deter- 
mination subject, and only in substantial conformity with the application and the site 
plan on the basis of which the finding and determination are made.” 


AMEND : Section IX. SPECIAL PERMITS, by inserting after subsection I a new sub- 
section J, which shall read substantially as follows: 

“J. In reference only to applications for a special permit for a research and develop- 
ment district involving sites partly within the Town of Weston and partly in an abutting 
municipality the Special Permit Granting Authority may vary the requirements for such 
projects set out in Section VI, D, in the following particulars only: 

1, Frontage and access requirements may be satisfied in another abutting municipality 
in accordance with the requirements and standards of that municipality for 
research and development districts when the area in the Town to be used for the 
project is without frontage in the Town of Weston. 
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2. The requirements of a minimum lot area of 600,000 square feet may be met if 
the area of the total lot is equal to or exceeds 600,000 square feet of which not 
less than 300,000 square feet is located in the Town of Weston. 

§. The parking requirements of this zoning by-law may be satisfied by the location 
of all or some of the parking space requirements in the abutting municipality; 
provided that the Special Permit Granting Authority finds that the applicant also 
satisfies the zoning by-law or ordinance requirements for parking of the abutting 
municipality. Parking spaces serving structures in the abutting municipality may 
be permitted in the Town of Weston, but the total number of spaces shall not 
exceed 150% of the number of parking spaces required for the structures in the 
Town of Weston.” 


AMEND .-- Section X, SITE PLAN REVIEW by inserting after the second sentence 
thereof a new sentence which shall read substantially as follows: 

“The Planning Board shall also determine whether the anticipated traffic from any 
project or development requiring special permit can be accommodated by adjacent 
streets, giving consideration to the width of the way or ways affected, the curves and 
rises of the way in the vicinity of the project, the location of intersections and other traffic 
using the way or ways.” 


Mr. Robert Brown moved that the Zoning By-Law of the Town (being Article VIII 
of the By-Laws of the Town, as amended) be further amended to read and be worded 
as set out in the amendments appearing on pages 26 through 28 of the Warrant for this 
Annual Town Meeting under the portion of this article 16 entitled “Research and De- 
velopment District” with the exception that the column heading “proposed New Dis- 
trict” appearing on page 27 of the said warrant shall be changed to read “Research 
and Development District.” 


Motion seconded. 


The Moderator noted that he had received the report of the Planning Board dated 
April 24, 1980, but waived the reading thereof. 
The report referred to by the Moderator is set forth below.

Dear Mr. Wheeler: 

In accordance with General Laws, Chapter 40A, as amended by Chapter 808 of the 
Acts of 1975, the Weston Planning Board hereby submits to the Weston Town Meeting 
its final report respecting its own recommendation to amend the Zoning By-Laws (being 
Article VIII of the By-Laws of the Town of Weston, adopted 1978 and last amended 
May 14, 1979) by adding provisions for a new Research and Development District as set 
forth in Article 16 of the Warrant for the annual Town Meeting on May 5, 1980. 

The proposed new Research and Development District represents the culmination of 
studies by the Planning Board, begun in January 1978, of the appropriateness of the 
present Business and Limited Industrial Districts for controlling new commercial develop- 
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ment in the Town. In part, these studies were in response to the recommendations of 
the Weston Growth Policy Committee in its 1976 report on Goals and Policies for the 
Conservation and Development of Weston which called for limited additional develop- 
ment of offices and other non-retail commercial uses in those areas of Town which were 
isolated from residential areas, subject to strict and appropriate zoning standards. 

As required by law and after due notice, the Planning Board held a public hearing 
on the proposed new district on April 8, 1980. A number of changes have been made 
in the proposal to accommodate suggestions made at the hearing. 


Purposes of Proposed New District 

The Planning Board is proposing the new district to accomplish the following 
purposes: 

A. To permit Weston to respond to proposals for appropriate new commercial 
development, or to encourage such development, in selected and suitable locations in 
Town. 

B. To establish standards for such development which are consistent with the low- 
density, residential character of Weston and representative of the best contemporary 
commercial developments. — 

C. To allow appropriate commercial uses which could provide local employment 
and broaden the tax base while prohibiting the proliferation of retail activities, shopping 
centers, or uses which would create problems of noise, traffic, storm drainage, water or 
air pollution or other nuisances. 


Brief Description of Proposed New District 


The complete wording of the proposed Zoning By-Law amendment to establish 
the new district is set forth in Article 16 of the Warrant. In brief, the New Research and 
Development District would: 

A. Permit the development of offices, research labs, management training facilities, 
commercial recreation facilities and medical centers, in each case subject to special 
permit and site plan approval. Not permitted would be certain uses now allowed in the 
Business or Limited Industrial Districts including retail businesses, eating places, filling 
stations or garages, personal service establishments and light manufacturing. 

B. Establish rigorous site requirements including a minimum lot size of 13.7 acres, 
substantial setbacks from lot lines, and a natural or landscaped buffer around a develop- 
ment. No more than 15% of the site could be covered by buildings and no more than 
25% by parking lots. 

C. Add to the present site plan review provisions a requirement that the Planning 
Board determine as a condition for a special permit that anticipated traffic from any 
proposed development can be accommodated by adjacent streets; and also add special 
provisions to cover the circumstance where a proposed research development would 
straddle the Town line. 


Procedures to be Followed 


The Planning Board proposed that Town Meeting amend the zoning By-Law to 
add the provisions for the Research and Development District. 

If the amendment is adopted by the required two-thirds vote, the new district would 
then be available for consideration under Warrant Article 17 for application to the 
Casella property into which GTE is proposing to expand its development. 

Other sites in Town could be considered from time to time for rezoning to the new 
district, in each case by two-thirds vote of Town Meeting. However, at this time, the 
Planning Board does not have any other sites under consideration. 

If any sites are rezoned to the new Research and Development District, actual de- 
velopment must be carried out in accordance with a special permit issued by the Board 
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of Appeals and as shown on a site plan recommended by the Planning Board. Under 
the provision of Sections IX and X of the Zoning By-Law, the issuance of special permits 
and the approval of site plans is conditioned upon examination of a number of factors 
and a determination that the proposed development will not be detrimental to the 
neighborhood or environment. 


Conclusions and Recommendations 


The Planning Board believes that the proposed Research and Development District 
will provide a means for assuring that any new commercial development is consistent 
with the interests and objectives of the Town. The Planning Board recommends, un- 
animously, that the Zoning By-Law be amended to establish the new district.

After presentation of various aspects of the proposed use of the land by representatives 
of GTE Laboratories, Inc., Dr. William A. Elliston read the following report of Planning 
Board and filed it with the Moderator:

Dr. Mr. Wheeler: 

In accord with Section 5 of Chapter 40A of the General Laws of Massachusetts, as 
amended by Chapter 808 of the Acts of 1975, the Weston Planning Board submits to 
the Annual Town Meeting on May 5, 1980 its final report with respect to an application 
by GTE Labs, Inc. on which the Board held a public hearing on Thursday, April 10, 
1980 after publication of notice in the Waltham News Tribune on March 27 and April 3 
and the Weston Town Crier on April 8, 1980 to amend the Zoning Map Town of Weston, 
MA as amended. . .” by changing from Residence District A to Research and Develop- 
ment District, or to Limited Industrial District, a parcel of land roughly triangular in 
shape located north of Indian Hill Road, east of Kings Grant Rd. and southwest of the 
Waltham/ Weston Town Line. 


Material Facts Found by the Board 


1. The parcel proposed for rezoning is: 

a. approximately 21.6 acres in area, located in Residential District A and is 
presently in use as a pig farm and auto junk lot. 

b. now or recently in the ownership of the estate of Carmelo Casella with option 
to purchase by GTE Labs, Inc. 

c. bounded by residences (Res. Dist. A) and Weston Conservation land to the 
south, by residences (Res. Dist. A) to the west and by land in the City of Wal- 
tham (Limited Commercial Dist.) to the northeast. 
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d. contiguous with land in Waltham of some 36 acres under the same ownership, 
and which presently provides the only access to public roads for the subject 
parcel (via Winter Street and West Street). 

e. characterized by a steep valley side facing to the east and sloping down towards 
Hobbs’ Brook which is part of the City of Cambridge’s water supply system. 
Much of the land surface is extremely eroded by the use to which the land has 
been put. To the southeast and adjacent to Weston Conservation land, is a wet- 
land area, originally a natural pond, now silted in by erosion. 

The applicants have contracted to sell the property, subject to the zoning change, 

to G.T.E. Labs, Inc., which has announced its development intentions as follows: 

a. the establishment of a peripheral 100’ buffer strip abutting Weston property 
over which a conservation restriction easement would be given to the Town. 
Public access to this strip would be from Weston only (pedestrian). There would 
be no building in this strip. Inside this outer strip would be another 100’ strip 

with some car parking in two locations but with no buildings. 

b. there would be no roadway access to the development except via Waltham. 

c. the new buildings proposed would total 750,000 sq. ft. with 200,000 sq. ft. in 
Weston. They would be part of a campus-type development which would 
extend over some 10 years beginning first in Waltham and in Weston after one 
or two years. 

d. Electric supply, water and sewage would come and go through Waltham. 
Rainfall run-off from Weston would be via a previous natural pond which 
would be re-estabished by dredging. All requirements of the Wetlands Pro- 
tection Act would be met. 


Opinions and Recommendations: 


The proposal is consistent with the desire expressed by some residents of the Town 
for broadening of the tax base where this can be achieved with minimal detrimental 
impact on the residential character of the Town. 

Rezoning of the subject area would allow use less detrimental to the immediate 
neighborhood than the present use as a pig farm and auto junk yard. 

Development under the present residential zoning would invoke problems of access 
from Weston. The proposed development, requiring access only via Waltham, 
would avoid such problems. 

The character of the terrain allows excellent opportunity for the design of a relatively 
inconspicuous development. The architectural plans as proposed, take full advan- 
tage of this fact. 

Although some additional traffic would be added to Lexington Street, based on 
preliminary studies, the traffic generated by the development would be of relatively 
minor significance and be handled mainly by Route 128 and the Winter Street inter- 
change.) 

The employment opportunities generated by the development and the economic 
benefits ensuing also to the metropolitan area of Boston are consistent with the 
Town of Weston’s involvement with the well-being of the Commonwealth as a 
whole. 

The necessity for the issue of a Special Permit for the development, together with 
the requirements allowed by the process of Site Plan Review, provide excellent 
means of ensuring that the development adheres to the proposed plans, whether the 
parcel is rezoned to Research and Development District or to the present Limited 
Industrial District. 
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The Planning Board unanimously recommends adoption of rezoning into Research 
and Development District. If the Research and Development District is not established 
the Board recommends with one dissention the rezoning into Limited Industrial District.

The words ‘frontage’ or ‘fronting,’ as used in this section, 
shall mean the line measured continuously along the street sideline from the point where 
one sideline of the lot intersects the street sideline to the point where the second sideline 
of the lot interesects the street sideline. Where the continuous sideline is broken by a 
back-up area the frontage line shall be measured across the mouth of the back-up area 
and not around its perimeter. 

(b) By adding an additional subsection numbered 8, to read as follows: 

“8. Substantial Irregularity. A lot having a coefficient lower than 0.4 as determined 
by the formula r = _16A_(where r = the coefficient of regularity; A = area; and P =

perimeter) is eed to be substantially irregular.” 
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AMEND -- Section VI, C. SINGLE FAMILY RESIDENCE DISTRICTS by adding at 
the end of Section VI, C, as now written, two paragraphs which shall read as follows: 

“No building lot shall be laid out which is substantially irregular in shape. For the 
purpose of this provision, substantially irregular will be defined by the Formula in Section 
VI, B, 8. The formula may be applied to the entire lot or, at the discretion of the owner, 
to the minimum lot area which conforms to all other requirements of this section, 
including street frontage. Provisions of this paragraph shall not apply to lots shown on 
plans recorded before May 5, 1980, insofar as such lots so shown and which do not con- 
form to this paragraph shall not be considered to be nonconforming for other purposes 
of this zoning by-law. 

Not more than three (3) lots, all of which lots otherwise conform in all respects to the 
requirements of this section, may have their principal vehicular access over a common 
driveway to a constructed and paved public or private way shown on the official map of 
the Town. A common driveway serving two or three lots shall be contained in a recorded 
easement to the perpetual benefit of the lots served by the common driveway and shall 
be constructed in accordance with the provisions of “Standards for Common Driveways, 
Rules and Regulations of the Town of Weston Planning Board.” At the time application 
is made for a building permit for the construction of a residence on a lot served or to be 
served by a common driveway, it shall be the responsibility of the Building Inspector to 
ascertain whether the said lot is one or two or three lots served or to be served by a com- 
mon driveway and, if so, to require compliance with this paragraph. The Building In- 
spector shall not issue an occupany permit for any dwelling erected on a lot served by 
such a common driveway until he is satisfied that the common driveway meets the re- 
quirements of this paragraph. Provisions of this paragraph shall not apply to lots shown 
on plans recorded before May 5, 1980 insofar as such lots so shown and which do not 
conform to this paragraph shall not be considered to be non-conforming for other pur- 
poses of this zoning by-law. 


AMEND : Section VI, E. NUMBER AND LOCATION OF DWELLINGS ON ONE 
LOT IN OTHER THAN MULTIPLE DWELLING DISTRICTS by adding a new sen- 
tence at the end of paragraph E which shall read as follows: 

“Commencing May 5, 1980 at the time application is made to the Building Inspector 
for permit to build, or occupancy permit to place in use, an additional dwelling or dwell- 
ings on any lot, which lot and all the dwellings thereon conform to this subsection, the 
Building Inspector may require of the lot owner a plan or plans to be prepared and re- 
corded which will delineate the lot lines and areas to be allocated to the dwellings on the 
lot.”

In accordance with Section 5 of Chapter 40A of the General Laws of Massachusetts, 
as amended by Chapter 808 of the Acts of 1975, the Weston Planning Board submits to 
the Weston Town Meeting its final report respecting its own recommendations to amend 
the Zoning By-Laws (being Article VIII of the By-Laws of the Town of Weston, adopted 
1978) to adopt the following additions thereto: 

1. To add a definition of frontage and fronting to require that the requisite amount 
of frontage must be obtained by a continuous line along a street sideline, and that where 
the continuous sideline is broken by a backup area, the frontage line must be measured 
across the mouth of the backup area; 

2. To add provisions specifying that building lots may not be substantially irregular 
in shape, providing a formula to determine the degree of irregularity and a coefficient 
below which a lot is determined to be so irregular as to be an illegal building lot; 

8. To provide that no more than three lots may be served by a common driveway, 
and that driveways serving two or three building lots shall be constructed in accordance 
with Rules and Regulations of the Planning Board; 

4. To add a sentence making it clear that when an application is made to the Building 
Inspector for a permit to build additional dwellings on an oversized lot that the Building 
Inspector may require a plan to be prepared and recorded showing lot lies and areas to be 
allocated to the existing and proposed dwellings. 

A public hearing was held on the proposed amendments on April 2, 1980 after 
due notice in the Town Crier and News Tribune. 


Material Facts Found by the Board 


A. Frontage 

1. Citizens of the Town have indicated their desire on numerous occasions to pre- 
serve the rural atmosphere of the town. 

2. Lots which secure frontage by street sidelines, or by using the perimeter of a back- 
up area tend to create narrower lots than the minimum standards for residential districts 
intended. 


B. Irregularly Shaped Lots and Common Driveways 


1, The Town of Weston has now been substantially developed, leaving to a con- 
siderable extent building sites which are more difficult to develop because of terrain, 
particularly wetlands. 

2. In recognition of these potential difficulties, the Planning Board recommended 
and the Town approved a Cluster Development District and also a smaller (in area re- 
equipment) Multiple Dwelling District so that developers could consider a variety of dif- 
ferent approaches for the remaining sites. 

8. During the past two years, the Planning Board has been made aware that through 
the use of irregular lot configurations to secure the required frontage and area, a de- 
veloper may under appropriate circumstances quite legally avoid Subdivision Control or 
Site Plan Review. The area requirements can be satisfied by running long narrow 
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land corridors to a remote area, resulting in a much smaller building lot than is normally 
permitted under the Zoning By-Law. The long corridors may also be used to connect a 
building site with an area to satisfy the frontage requirements. Such configurations can 
make access to the building area difficult or impossible. 


C. Common Driveways 


1. Under the current Zoning By-Law, a common driveway can theoretically ser- 
vice an infinite number of building lots. 

2. A developer may under the right conditions bypass the Planning Board's Sub- 
division Control Rules and Regulations through this device. 


D. Plans to be Required by Building Inspector in his Discretion 


1. The Building Inspector must have the right to have plans prepared if additional 
buildings are to be added to a parcel of land in order to fulfill his duties. 

2. A close reading of the existing Section VI of the Zoning By-Law would indicate 
that the right to ask for such plans is not conferred on him. 


Opinions and Recommendations 


1. Continuous Line 

Minimum frontage standards are established to ensure that lots have sufficient 
width along the public way to retain the rural setting which defines Weston’s character. 
Use of separated lot lines or use of the perimeter of a backup area is an obvious contra- 
vention of both the substance and spirit of the By-Law and will result in much narrower 
lots than the town has determined to be an acceptable standard. 

The Planning Board unanimously recommends that Section VI, B. DEFINITIONS, 
of Article VIII of the By-Laws be amended by adding an additional subsection numbered 
7, to read as follows: 

“7. Frontage, Fronting. The words ‘frontage’ or ‘fronting,’ as used in this section, 
shall mean the line measured continuously along the street sideline from the point where 
one sideline of the lot intersects the street sideline to the point where the second sideline 
of the lot intersects the street sideline. Where the continuous sideline is broken by a 
back-up area the frontage line shall be measured across the mouth of the back-up area 
and not around its perimeter.” 

2. Irregularly Shaped Lots 


a. The Zoning By-Law should provide considerable latitude in the layout of building 
lots to permit the developer to maximize the use of his property. 

b. There is, however,a point of irregularity beyond which a developer should be in 
contravention of the Zoning By-Law since the lot contours can be used to create much 
smaller building areas than are intended by the Zoning By-Law, with greater potential 
for problems related to sewage disposal and wells. Access may become a problem. Con- 
voluted lot lines where they are extreme will also create major headaches and expense 
for future purchasers in obtaining surveys to establish title, and can create potential 
public nuisance areas where the owners feel no sense of responsibility for policing remote 
parcels. 

c. The lots where irregular lot lines are most likely to occur, often to avoid the ad- 
ditional controls and expense of the Subdivision Control Laws, are those properties where 
Subdivision Control could be most desirable from the community’s point of view. Wet- 
lands are frequently involved in these sites, for example. 

d. The Planning Board’s formula is easy to apply since it is a simple ratio of lot area 
to perimeter and the 0.4 coefficient of irregularity continues to give an owner a great 
deal of latitude in laying out lot lines. Where his lot contains more area than is required 
under the Zoning By-Law and satisfies all other conditions, the owner may exempt the 
excess area from the formula. 
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e. Lots already laid out should not be affected by the proposed provisions. 

The Planning Board with one dissention recommends that Section VI, B.DEFIN- 
ITIONS OF Article VIII of the By-Laws be amended by adding an additional subsection 
numbered 8, to read as follows: 

“8. Substnatial Irregularity. A lot having a coefficient lower than 0.4. s determined 
by the formula r = 16A/p* (where r = the coefficient of regularity; A = area; and 
p = perimeter) is considered to be substantially irregular.” 

The Planning Board recommends with one dissention that Section VI, C. SINGLE 
FAMILY RESIDENCE DISTRICTS of the By-Laws be amended by adding an additional 
paragraph which shall read as follows: 

“No building lot shall be laid out which is substantially irregular in shape. For the 
purpose of this provision, substantially irregular will be defined by the Formula in Section 
VI, B. 8. The formula may be applied to the entire lot or, at the discretion of the owner, 
to the minimum lot area which conforms to all other requirements of this section includng 
street frontage. Provisions of this paragraph shall not apply to lots shown on plans re- 
corded before May 5, 1980 in so far as such lots so shown and which do not conform to 
this paragraph shall not be considered to be nonconforming for other purposes of this 
Zoning by-Law.” 


3. Common Driveways 


a. A common driveway which services more than three building lots is usually em- 
ployed by a developer to avoid the standards of the Subdivision Control Law. The pur- 
pose of the controls is to ensure that minimum standards as to lot and road layout are 
maintained by the developer. The Planning Board can see no reason why an easy means 
of avoiding subdivision control should be permitted. 

b. Where a common driveway services more than one dwelling, minimum building 
standards for the driveway as to width, grade, and road composition should exist since 
fire trucks, ambulances and police vehicles may all have to gain access to any of the 
dwellings. 

c. Subject to the appropriate controls, the use of a common driveway may have 
desirable planning results, most particularly by decreasing the number of driveways 
accessing into a public way. Standards relating to composition of driveways would be 
compatible with the anticipated traffic. 

d. Common driveways already in existence would not be affected by the proposed 
provisions. 

The Planning Board unanimously recommends that Section VI, C. SINGLE FAMILY 
RESIDENCE DISTRICTS of the By-Laws be amended by adding an additional para- 
graph which shall read as follows: 

“Not more than three (3) lots, all of which otherwise conform in all respects to the 
requirements of this section, may have their principal vehicular access over a common 
driveway to a constructed and paved public or private way shown on the official map of 
the Town. A common driveway serving two or three lots shall be conserved in a recorded 
easement to the perpetual benefit of the lots served by the common driveway and shall 
be constructed and maintained in accordance with the provisions of “Standards for 
Common Driveways, Rules and Regulations of the Town of Weston Planning Board.” 
At the time application is made for a building permit for the construction of a residence 
on a lot served or to be served by a common driveway, it shall be the responsibility of 
the Building Inspector to ascertain whether the said lot is one of two or three lots served 
or to be served by a common driveway and, if so, to require compliance with this para- 
graph. The Building Inspector shall not issue an occupancy permit for any dwelling 
erected on a lot served by such a common driveway until he is satisfied that the common 
driveway meets the requirements of this paragraph. Provisions of this paragraph shall

not apply to lots shown on plans recorded before May 5, 1980 in so far as such lots so 
shown and which do not conform to this paragraph shall not be considered to be non- 
conforming for other purposes of this Zoning By-Law.” 


4. Lotand Site Plans for Parcels with More Than One Dwelling 


This provision is added to make explicit what the Planning Board thought was 
implicit in the existing By-Law. The Building Inspector must have the right to demand 
such plans in order to ensure that the zoning and health requirements have been satisfied. 

The Planning Board unanimously recommends that Section VI, E. NUMBER AND 
LOCATION OF DWELLINGS ON ONE LOT IN OTHER THAN MULTIPLE 
DWELLING DISTRICTS of the By-Laws be amended by adding a new sentence at the 
end of paragraph E. which shall read as follows: 

“Commencing May 5, 1980 at the time application is made to the Building Inspector 
for permit to build, or occupancy permit to place in use, an additional dwelling or 
dwellings on any lot, which lot and ali the dwellings thereon conform to this subsection, 
the Building Inspector may require of the lot owner a plan or plans to be prepared and 
recorded which will delineate the lot lines and areas to be allocated to the dwellings on 
the lot.”

The words “frontage” or “fronting,” as used in this section, 
shall mean the line measured continuously along the street sideline from the point where 
one sideline of the lot intersects the street sideline to the point where the second sideline 
of the lot intersects the street sideline. Where the continuous sideline is broken by a 
back-up area the frontage line shall be measured across the mouth of the back-up area 
and not around its perimeter. 


Mr. Pell moved (2) that the Zoning By-Laws of the Town (being Article VIII of 
the By-Laws of the Town, as amended) be further amended by 

a. adding to SECTION VI, B. DEFINITIONS thereof an additional subsection 
numbered 8 which shall be worded and read as follows: 

8. Substantial Iregularity. A lot having a coefficient lower than 0.4 as determined by 
the formula r = 16A/p* (where r = the coefficient of regularity; A = area; andp = 
perimeter) is considered to be substantially irregular; and 

b. adding at the end of Section VI, C, as now worded a new paragraph which shall 
read as follows: 

No building lot shall be laid out which is substantially irregular in shape. For the 
purpose of this provision, substantially irregular will be defined by the Formula in Section 
VI, B, 8. The formula may be applied to the entire lot or, at the discretion of the owner, 
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to the minimum lot area which conforms to all other requirements of this section, including 
atreet frontage. Provisions of this paragraph shall not apply to lots shown on plans re- 
corded before May 5, 1980 insofar as such lots so shown and which do not conform to 
this paragraph shall not be considered to be nonconforming for other purposes of this 
zoning by-law. 


Motion seconded. 

There was a discussion for 45 minutes. 
Motion made to move the previous question. 
Motion seconded. 

Motion carried by a two-thirds vote. 


Mr. Pell’s motion carried by standing vote. Yes - 90; No - 14. 


Voted (8) unanimously: That the Zoning By-Laws of the Town (being Article VIII of 
the By-Laws of the Town, as amended) be further amended by adding at the end of 
Section VI. C. as now worded, after the language added by the second vote under Article 
18 of this annual town meeting, an additional paragraph which shall be worded as 
follows: 

Not more than three (3) lots, all of which lots otherwise conform in all respects to 
the requirements of this section, may have their principal vehicular access over a com- 
mon driveway to a constructed and paved public or private way shown on the official 
map of the Town. A common driveway serving two or three lots shall be contained in a 
recorded easement to the perpetual benefits of the lots served by the common driveway 
and shall be constructed in accordance with the provisions of “Standards for Common 
Driveways, Rules and Regulations of the Town of Weston Planning Board.” At the time 
application is made for a building permit for the construction of a residence on a lot 
served by a common driveway, it shall be the responsibility of the Building Inspector to 
ascertain whether the said lot is one of two or three lots served or to be served by a com- 
mon driveway and, if so, to require compliance with this paragraph. The Building In- 
spector shall not issue an occupancy permit for any dwelling erected on a lot served by 
such a common driveway until he is satisfied that the common driveway meets the re- 
quirements of this paragraph. Provisions of this paragraph shall not apply to lots shown 
on plans recorded before May 5, 1980 insofar as such lots so shown and which do not 
conform to this paragraph shall not be considered to be nonconforming for other purposes 
of this Zoning By-Law. 


Voted (4) unanimously: That the Zoning By-Laws of the Town (being Article VIII of 
the By-Laws of the Town, as amended) be further amended by adding a new sentence 
at the end of Section VI, paragraph E. NUMBER AND LOCATION OF DWELLINGS 
IN ONE LOT IN OTHER THAN MULTIPLE DWELLING DISTRICTS which shall 
read as follows: 

Comencing May 5, 1980 at the time application is made to the Building Inspector 
for permit to build, or occupancy permit to place in use, an additional dwelling or 
dwellings on any lot, which lot and all dwellings thereon conform to this subsection, the 
Building Inspector shall require of the lot owner a plan or plans to be prepared and 
recorded which will delineate the lot lines and areas to be allocated to the dwellings on 
the lot. 

Article 19. To appropriate money to the use of the Recreation Commission to repair 
the tennis courts and/or picnic grounds at the College Conservation Area being used by 
the Recreation Commission for recreation purposes. 
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Fred Crafts moved (1): That the sum of $22,000.00 be appropriated to the use of 
the Recreation Commission for the repair of the tennis courts located at the College 
Conservation Area. 


Motion seconded. 


Frank Benson, of the Finance Committee said desirable projects can be deferred. 
Not a high priority item. Recommends opposition. 

R. W. Ellis said it could be deferred, but should not be. 

Existing courts are not playable. 


Motion carried by standing vote: Yes - 71; No - 20. 


Mr. Crafts moved (2): That the sum of $5,000.00 be appropriated to the use of 
the Recreation Commission for the repair of the picnic grounds at the College Conser- 
vation Area. 


Motion seconded. 
Mr. Hestnes spoke in opposition. 
Motion Failed. 


Article 20. To appropriate additional money to the use of the Selectmen for Highways - 
Construction of Sidewalks, Bicycle Paths and Footways. 


Voted: That the additional sum of $30,000.00 be appropriated to the use of the Select- 
men for Highways - Construction of Sidewalks, Bicycle Paths, and Footways. 


Article 21. To amend the zoning by-law of the Town (being Article VIII of the By-Laws 
of the Town, as amended) by striking subsection G. WETLANDS AND FLOOD PLAIN 
PROTECTION DISTRICT OF SECTION V. USE REGULATIONS, and substituting 
therefor a new subsection G. which will read substantially as follows and include new 
wetlands and flood plain protection district map entitled “Wetlands and Flood Plain 
Protection Districts, Weston, Massachusetts, 1980” on file in the office of the Town Clerk, 
incorporating reference to such map and wetlands and flood plain protection districts 
A and B in SECTION IV, ESTABLISHMENT OF DISTRICTS, Subsection A. DESIG- 
NATION of said zoning by-law: 

G. WETLANDS AND FLOOD PLAIN PROTECTION DISTRICTS 

G-I WETLANDS AND FLOOD PLAIN PROTECTION DISTRICT A 


1. Purposes - In addition to the purposes in Section 1 of this By-Law, the purposes of 
this district are: 

a. To provide that lands in the Town of Weston subject to seasonal or periodic 
flooding as described hereinafter shall not be used for residence or other purposes in 
such a manner as to endanger the health or saiety of the occupants thereof or the public 
generally or to burden the public with costs resulting from the unwise individual choices 
of land use in wetlands such as streams and other water courses, swamps, marshes, bogs, 
ponds, or areas subject to flooding. 

b. To protect, preserve and maintain the water table and water recharge areas 
within the Town so as to preserve present and potential water supplies for the public 
health and safety of the Town and the Boston Metropolitan area. 

c. To assure the continuation of the natural flow pattern of the water courses within 
the Town and to preserve natural flood-water storage areas so as to protect persons and 
property against the hazards of flood inundation. 
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2. Location - The locations and boundaries of the Wetlands and Flood Plain Protection 
District A are shown on a map entitled “Wetlands and Flood Plain Protection Districts, 
Weston, Mass., 1980” as designated in blue on such map. Said District A shall include 
those areas identified in blue on said Map including those areas specifically described 
as follows: 

a. All land bordering any natural waterbody that lies within a horizontal distance 
of twenty-five (25) feet from the mean high water line except as otherwise shown in blue 
on the Weston Wetlands and Flood Plain Protection Districts Map. The mean high water 
line at a water body is defined as the elevation where vegetation changes from predomin- 
antly aquatic to predominantly terrestrial and along a brook, river or stream the elevation 
on the bank of a channel at which the annual high water has left a definite mark. 

b. All waterbodies encircled by boundary lines of the District A in blue. 

c. All that land along the following named brooks and their tributaries: Stony Brook, 
Cherry Brook, Hobbs Brook, Hayward Brook, Bogle Brook and Seaverns Brook and 
certain unnamed brooks that lie within a horizontal distance of twenty-five (25) feet from 
the mean high water line along each bank thereof except as otherwise shown on the 
Weston Wetlands and Flood Plain Protection District Map in blue. 

d. All those wetlands which may be described as upland swamps or marshes which 
lie at the source of the brooks or their tributaries or which lie in surface depressions 
without drainage outlets, as shown on the Weston Wetlands and Flood Plain Protection 
District Map in blue. 


8. Use Regulations - The Wetlands and Flood Plain Protection District A shall be con- 
sidered as overlying other districts established by the Weston Zoning By-Law. All uses and 
structures otherwise authorized by said Zoning By-Law in the portion of the districts so 
overlaid shall be permitted in the Wetlands and Flood Plain Protection District A pro- 
vided that in The Wetlands and Flood Plain Protection District A: 

a. No existing building or structure shall be moved into such district, and no new 
building or structure shall be erected or constructed therein except as provided in sub- 
section 3 (6) and 6 below; 

b. No existing building or structure shall be moved, altered or enlarged so as to in- 
crease its ground coverage by more than a total of twenty (20) percent; 

c. No dumping or filling or relocation of earth materials shall be permitted except 
as may be required for the uses permitted in subsections 3 (7), (8) and (9) below; 

d. No storage of manure, road salt, fertilizer, or other leachable chemicals shall 
be permitted. 

The following uses so far as otherwise authorized by the Weston Zoning By-Law 
as from time to time amended shall be permitted in the said District A subject specifically 
to paragraphs a., b., c. and d. above, as applicable, provided that all necessary permits, 
orders or approvals required by federal, state or local law or regulations are obtained as 
may be required by such law or regulation; 

(1) Uses directly related to the conservation of water, plants and wildlife. 

(2) Outdoor recreation activities and facilities, including unpaved play areas, 
nature study, boating, fishing and hunting where otherwise legally permitted. 

(3) Wildlife management areas, landings, foot, bicycle and/or horse paths and 
bridges, provided such uses do not affect the natural flow pattern of any water course. 

(4) Grazing and farming, including truck gardening and harvesting of crops. 

(5) Forestry and nurseries. 

(6) Small nonresidential structures of less than 100 square feet of floor area used 
in connection with recreation or the growing, harvesting, storage or sale of crops raised 
on the premises. 

(7) Creation of ponds with a total water surface area at normal elevation not 
in excess of 40,000 square feet. 
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(8) Removal of silt and other accumulated debris from a watercourse which 
tends to interfere with the natural flow patterns of the watercourse. 
(9) Construction, reconstruction or alteration of golf course areas. 


4, Lot area Allowance - If any portion of a lot in a single family residence district is over- 
laid by the Wetlands and Flood Plain Protection District A, said portion may be used to 
meet the area requirement for that district otherwise provided in the Zoning By-Law, 
provided that no building or structure may be erected on the portion remaining outside 
the Wetlands and Flood Plain Protection District A unless that portion has a minimum 
area of 20,000 square feet. 

However, a lot with a dwelling existing thereon at the time of adoption of this by-law 
may be used for all purposes otherwise permitted by the Weston Zoning By-Law except 
that if a dwelling lies within the Wetlands and Flood Plain Protection District A, the 
dwelling shall be subject to the provisions of Subsection 3b hereof. 

If any portion of a lot in a multiple dwelling district is overlaid by the Wetlands and 
Flood Plain Protection District A, the proportion of the lot which may be used to meet 
the area requirement of the Weston Zoning By-Law shall be determined by the Board of 
Appeals acting in accordance with Sections IX and X of the Weston Zoning By-Law. 


5. Boundary Line Plot Plan - Whenever an application is made for a building permit 
which the Inspector of Buildings believes may be affected by a Wetlands and Flood Plain 
Protection District A boundary, the Inspector shall require the applicant for such permit 
to provide as part of such application a plan, certified by a land surveyor registered in 
Massachusetts, of the lot on which such building is intended to be built showing the exact 
location in reference to said lot of the District A boundary as shown on the Wetlands 
and Flood Plain Protection District Map in blue and as described in subsection 2 herein. 
In the case of a building permit for an interior improvement to a building or structure so 
located the boundary line location shall not be required. 


6. Determination of Flooding and Suitability - In the event it is proposed to use land 
within the Wetlands and Flood Plain Protection District A or to construct a building 
or structure thereon otherwise than is specifically permited by this Section V, subsection 
G, application for a special permit for such use, building or structure may be made to 
the Special Permit Granting Authority, in compliance with Sections IX and X of the 
Zoning By-Law. If the said authority determines: 
a. That the subject land is not subject to flooding; or 
b. That the subject land is not unsuitable because of drainage conditions; and in 
either instance the Special Permit Granting Authority determines: 
(1) That the use of such land for such use or structure will not interfere with 
the general purposes for which District A has been established; and 
(2) That the use of such land for such use or structure will not be detrimental 
to the public health, safety and/or welfare; the said authority may grant a special permit 
for such use or structure which will comply in all respects with all other provisions of 
the underlying District or Districts within which the land is located, provided that any 
and all necessary permits, orders or approvals required by federal, state or local law or 
regulations are obtained as may be required by such law or regulation. 


G-II WETLANDS AND FLOOD PLAIN PROTECTION DISTRICT B 


1, Purposes - In addition to the purposes in Section 1 of this By-Law, the purpose of 
this district is to satisfy the requirements of the Federal Flood Insurance program by 
limiting the uses of the lands located in such district to the uses deemed appropriate by 
such program. 
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2. The location and boundaries of the WETLANDS AND FLOOD PLAIN PROTECTION 
DISTRICT B are shown on a map entitled “Wetlands and Flood Plain Protection 
Districts, Weston, Mass. - 1980” as designated in cross hatched blue on such map. * 


3. Use Regulations - THE WETLANDS AND FLOOD PLAIN PROTECTION District 
B shall be considered as overlying other districts established by the Weston Zoning By-Law. 
All uses and structures otherwise authorized by said Zoning By-Law shall be permitted 
in the WETLANDS AND FLOOD PLAIN PROTECTION DISTRICT B, provided that 
in said District B: 

a. All new construction and substantial improvements of structures (the cost of which 
equals or exceeds fifty (560%) percent of the value of the structure) within the District B 
shall have the lowest floor (including basement) elevated to, or above, the base flood level 
determined for the location of the residence. 

b. All new construction and substantial improvements of non-residential structures 
within the District B shall have all utility and sanitary facilities designed so that below 
the base flood level the structure is watertight with walls substantially impermeable to 
the passage of water and with structural components having the capability of resisting 
hydrostatic and hydrodynamic loads and effects of buoyancy as determined and certified 
by a registered professional engineer. 

c. Where flood proofing is utilized for a particular structure a registered profes- 
sional engineer shall certify that the floodproofing methods are adequate to withstand 
the flood depths, pressures, velocities, impact and uplift forces and other factors associated 
with the base flood, and a record of such certificates indicating the specific elevation 
(in relation to National Geodetic Vertical Datum of 1929) to which such structures are 
floodproofed shall be maintained with the Town Engineer. 

d. No encroachments within the District B or its designated regulatory floodway, 
including fill, structures, of any type, new construction, substantial improvements and 
other developments shall be permitted which would result in any increase in flood levels 
in said District and downstream areas during the occurrence of the base flood discharge. 


G-III WETLANDS AND FLOOD PLAN PROTECTION DISTRICTS A AND B 


1, Construction in Wetlands and Flood Plain Protection Districts A and B - Any other 
by-law or regulation to the contrary notwithstanding, no construction requiring any 
utility, including electric, water, gas and telephone lines, or waste disposal oy drainage 
facilities shall be permitted within the District A and B unless the special permit granting 
authority following, as applicable, the procedure established in Sections 1X and X of the 
Zoning By-Law shall determine that all utilities are located, protected and constructed so 
as to minimize or eliminate flood damage and that methods of disposal for sewage, refuse 
and other wastes and methods of providing drainage are adequate to reduce flood 
hazards and prevent pollution. 


2. Procedure where Base Flood Elevation is Not Provided - Within Wetlands and Flood 
Plain Protection Districts A and B, where the base flood elevation is not provided, the 
applicant for a special permit shall obtain any existing base flood elevation data and it 
shall be reviewed by the Building Inspector for its reasonable utilization towards meeting 
the elevation or floodproofing requirements, as appropriate, of this By-Law and the State 
Building Code. 

§. Variance Prohibition - No variances from the Use Regulations applicable to Wetlands 
and Flood Plain Protection Districts A and B shall be permitted. 


*For aid in establishing on the ground the boundaries of District B reference is made 
to the Weston Flood Insurance Rate Maps (FIRM) and the Flood Boundary and Flood- 
way Maps effective July 2, 1980 (each consisting of eight (8) sheets and a Flood Insurance 
Study dated January, 1980). 
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The Moderator reported he had in his possession the report of the Planning Board 
which is set forth below:

Dear Mr. Wheeler: 

In accordance with Section 5 of Chapter 40A of the General Laws of Massachusetts, 
as amended by Chapter 808 of the Acts of 1975, the Weston Planning Board submits 
to the Annual Town Meeting on May 5, 1980 its own recommendation to amend Section 
V, G, WETLANDS AND FLOOD PLAIN PROTECTION DISTRICT, of the Zoning 
By-Laws (being Article VIII of the By-Laws of the Town of Weston, adopted 1978) and 
to substitute for the existing map entitled Wetlands and Flood Plain Protection District, 
Weston, Mass., 1978, a new map entitled Wetlands and Flood Plain Protection Districts, 
Weston, Mass. 1980. A public hearing was held on the proposed amendment and map 
on March 18, 1980 after publication of notice in the Town Crier and the News Tribune. 
The revised map has been on file in the office of the Town Engineer, Weston Town Hall, 
for public inspection for more than four weeks prior to the Town Meeting. 


Background 


The 1975 annual Town meeting voted (Article 14 of the Warrant) to adopt measures 
consistent with criteria set forth in S. 1910 of the National Flood Insurance Program 
regulations, which were set up to administer the National Flood Insurance Act of 1968 
and the Flood Disaster Protection Act of 1973; and authorized the Planning Board 
substantially to: 

a. assist the flood insurance administrator in delineating flood hazard areas on 

local maps; 

b. provide the administrator with information concerning uses and occupancy 
of the flood plain; 

c. cooperate with federal, state and local agencies and private firms to study, 
survey, map and identify flood hazard areas in order to prevent aggravation of 
existing hazards; 

d. submit on the anniversary date of the Town’s initial eligibility an annual report 
to the administrator on the progress made within the community in the develop- 
ment of flood plain management measures; 

e. take any other action reasonable and proper to carry out program objectives 
of minimizing or eliminating flood damage. 


Purpose of the Proposed Amendments 


In order to comply with requirements of the Federal Flood Insurance Program 
Weston must adopt federally-delineated 100-year flood boundary lines and accompanying 
regulations for lands within those boundaries by July 2, 1980. The firm of C. E. Maguire 
was designated by the federal administrator to survey, map and identify flood hazard 
areas in Weston. Amendments to the Wetlands and Floodplain Protection District Map, 
Weston, MA 1978, and zoning provisions relating to the map, are proposed by the 
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Planning Board in order to include all those areas designated as flood prone (subject 
to a 100-year flood) under the federal program. To accomplish this the Planning Board 
is proposing: 
1. to make minor map and by-law changes in several areas of the Town along 
brooks which were delineated in detail under the federal program; and 

2. tocreate a second wetlands and flood plain district in one section of Town. 

The purpose in making many minor boundary alterations along brooks throughout 
the Town is to include all the federally-designated areas, except one, within the bound- 
aries of the present local zoning district. This combination will allow these areas to have 
one set of boundary lines and one set of regulations applying to land within those 
boundaries. The combined district will be named Wetlands and Flood Plain Protection 
District A. 

The sole exception to the above procedure involves an area located between Warren 
Avenue, Concord Road and the Boston & Maine Railroad. Because much of the 100-year 
flood area designated by the federal program may be due to an undersized culvert under 
the railroad tracks, and because historical records do not indicate that there has, in fact, 
been extensive flooding in that area, the Planning Board is proposing a second district, 
governed by a separate set of by-law provisions, for portions of the area which extend 
beyond the present wetlands zone. This second district will be named Wetlands and 
Flood Plain Protection District B, and will be subject to the minimal Federal require- 
ments, which are less stringent than those of the local zoning. 

District A will be shown on the official wetlands map in blue; the new District B will 
be shown in cross hatched blue. 

Although the wetlands zoning by-law provisions were printed in their entirety in the 
legal notice published in the newspapers and in the Warrant for the Annual Town Meet- 
ing, Section V, G 1 contains only a few minor changes from the existing by-law. The 
word District, where it will now refer to two districts, will be in the plural. In Section G-I, 
2, paragraph a has been eliminated and subsequent paragraphs in the section have been 
appropriately relettered, because the areas along the Charles River previously defined in 
the by-law will now be defined by contour elevations on the amended map. 

The entire section G-II entitled WETLANDS AND FLOOD PLAIN PROTECTION 
DISTRICT B, has been added for the purpose of complying with Federal Flood Insurance 
Program requirements. Its provisions apply only to District B. 

Section G III, entitled WETLANDS AND FLOOD PLAIN PROTECTION DIS- 
TRICTS A AND B, applies to both districts, and its provisions are also necessary to 
satisfy federal criteria. 


Opinions and Recommendations 


1. Participation in the Federal Flood Insurance Program is advantageous to many 
Weston residents. As of December $1, 1979 forty Weston homeowners had purchased 
flood insurance policies for total coverage amounting to $1,138,700. 

2. The propsed by-law amendments and map changes bring the Town into compplianes 
with requirements of the Federal Program. 

8. Penalties for non-compliance would constitute a severe hardship to individuals and 
to the Town. Consequences of suspension from the Program are: 

a. residents would not be able to renew or purchase federal flood insurance; 

b. federal aid for acquisition and construction in flood plains would cease to be 
available; 

c. residents within the flood plain would not be eligible for federally-insured 
loans or for mortgages fromm many Massachusetts banks. 
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4. Federal Flood-hazard boundary lines are based on detailed topographic maps with 
contour lines at 2-foot intervals. These maps provide more reliable data than has 
previously been available to the Town. Thus, the accuracy of the local Wetlands 
and Flood Plain Protection District boundaries is improved in those areas covered 
by the Federal Program. 

For the above reasons the Planning Board recommends adoption of the proposed 
by-law amendments and map unanimously,

Voted (2) unanimously: That the zoning by-Law of the Town (being Article VIII of 
the By-Laws of the Town as amended) be further amended by adopting and substituting 
for the map entitled “Wetlands and Flood Plain Protection District, Weston, Mass- 
achusetts, 1978" the map on file in the office of the Town Clerk entitled “Wetlands 
and Flood Plain Protection Districts, Weston, Massachusetts, 1978” the map on file in the 
office of the Town Clerk entitled “Wetlands and Flood Plain Protection Districts, Weston, 
Massachusetts, 1980” and make reference to the same in the second paragraph of sub- 
section G-I WETLANDS AND FLOOD PLAIN PROTECTION DISTRICT A and in the 
second paragraph of subsection G-II WETLANDS AND FLOOD PLAIN PROTECTION 
DISTRICT B. 


Article 22. To authorize or approve a petition to the General Court of the Common- 
wealth that it enact a special law which would exempt the positions of plumbing inspector, 
assistant or alternate plumbing inspector, building inspector, assistant or alternate 
building inspector, inspector of wires and sealer of weights and measures from the pro- 
visions of chapter thirty-one of the General Laws (civil service). 


Voted: That a petition be presented by the Board of Selectmen to the General Court 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts by and on behalf of the Town Meeting of the 
Town of Weston requesting the General Court to enact a special act to exempt in the 
Town from the provisions of Chapter thirty-one of the General Laws the positions of 
plumbing inspector, assistant or alternate plumbing inspector, building inspector, 
assistant or alternate building inspector, inspector of wires and sealer of weights and 
measures. 


Article 23. To discharge the Elementary School Remodeling Committee authorized by 
vote under Article 5 of the Special Town Meeting held December 16, 1968.

Chapter 471 
THE COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 


In The Year One Thousand Nine Hundred and Eighty 
AN ACT EXEMPTING CERTAIN POSITIONS IN THE TOWN OF WESTON 
FROM THE PROVISIONS OF THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General Court 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 

SECTION 1. The positions of plumbing inspector, assistant or alternate plumbing 
inspector, building inspector, assistant or alternate building inspector, inspector of wires 
and sealer of weights and measures in the town of Weston shall be exempt from the 
provisions of chapter thirty-one of the General Laws. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

To appropriate money from available funds to the use of the Weston Elderly 
Housing Committee to install water saving devices under contract with the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, its agencies and commissions. 


Voted: That the sum of $40,000.00 be appropriated from available funds to the use 
of The Weston Elderly Housing Committee to install water saving devices under contract 
with the Department of Environmental Quality Engineering, Division of Water Pollution 
Control, Commonwealth of Massachusetts to be entered into by the Committee, on 
behalf of the Town, only if all funds expended by the Town will be reimbursed to the 
Town. 


Article 8. To appropriate money from available funds to the use of the Selectmen to 
investigate and/or take action to control and suppress gypsy moth infestations, including 
the authority to join with other municipalities or governmental agencies to such ends.

SUMMARY 
The proposed amendment would add a new article to the state Constitution which 
would prohibit discrimination against handicapped people. It would provide that no 
otherwise qualified handicapped individual could, on the sole basis of that handicap, be 
excluded from participation in, denied the benefits of, or subjected to discrimination 
in any program or activity.

SUMMARY 

The proposed law would limit certain taxes, and change laws relating to school 
budgets and compulsory binding arbitration. It would impose a limit on state and local 
taxes on real estate and personal property equal to 24% % of the full and fair cash value 
of the property being taxed. If a locality currently imposes a tax greater than 24% of 
that cash value, the tax would have to be decreased by 15% each year until the 2K#% 
level is reached. If a locality currently imposes a tax of less than 244%, it would not be 
allowed to increase the tax rate. In either situation, a city or town could raise its limit by 
a 2/3 local vote at general election. 
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The proposed law would provide that the total taxes on real estate and personal 
property imposed by the state or by localities could never be increased by more than 
24% % of the total taxes imposed for the preceding year, unless two thirds of the voters 
agreed to the increase at a general election. 

It would further provide that no law or regulation which imposes additional costs 
on a city or town, or a law granting or increasing tax exemptions, would be effective 
unless the state agrees to assume the added cost. A division of the State Auditor's De- 
partment would determine the financial effect of laws and regulations on the various 
localities. 

The proposal would limit the amount of money required to be appropriated for 
public schools to that amount voted upon by the local appropriating authority. It would 
also repeal the law which provides for compulsory binding arbitration when labor 
negotiations concerning police and fire personnel come to an impasse. In addition, the 
petition would provide that no county, district, or authority could impose any annual 
increase in costs on a locality greater than 4% of the total of the year before. 

The proposed law would also reduce the maximum excise tax rate on motor vehicles 
from $66 per thousand to $25 per thousand, and it would allow a state income tax de- 
duction equal to one half of the rent paid for the taxpayer's principal place of residence.

SUMMARY 

The proposed law would limit local property taxes and state taxes and would provide 
for increased state aid for local educational purposes. 

The act would limit local property taxes in the years 1981 through 1984 to the 
amount levied in the previous year increased by the percentage increase in personal 
income of the residents of the Commonwealth during the previous year. The local 
property tax limit could be exceeded to offset decreases in local aid, to cover shortages 
for prior years and to pay court judgments. Pension and retirement allowances, pay- 
ments to other governmental units, principal and interest on any indebtedness, unem- 
ployment compensation, amounts required to be raised as a condition of a state or federal 
grant, and costs for special education programs would be excluded from the property 
tax limit. 

These local limits would be reduced by any excess taxes actually collected over the 
tax limit for the preceding year. The limit would not apply to any municipality having 
a general tax rate of less than $35 per thousand of equalized valuation. The tax limit 
could be exceeded by a two-thirds vote of the local appropriating body. 

The cost of regional and independent vocational schools would be subject to the sare 
limitations. 
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The proposed law would also limit state taxes imposed in the year 1981 through 
1984 to an amount no greater than that imposed the previous year, increased by the 
percentage increase in the personal income of Massachusetts residents in the previous 
year. This state tax limit could be exceeded only to increase local aid or to assume other 
costs approved by a two-thirds vote on the state legislature. The amounts necessary to 
pay principal and interest on state indebtedness, pensions, retirement allowances, un- 
employment compensation, and court judgments, and money required to be raised as a 
condition of a federal grant would not be subject to the state tax limit. The total amount 
of local aid for any year which would be subject to legislative appropriation could not 
be less than the total amount of aid for the preceding year increased by half the increase 
in collected state taxes during that preceding year. The state tax limit would be reduced 
by any excess taxes actually collected over the tax limit for the preceding year. 

The proposed law also would require, subject to legislative appropriation, a gradual 
increase in the percentage of local educational costs paid by the Commonwealth to a 
level of 50% in 1984. The proposal would also require, again subject to legislative ap- 
propriation, that school aid paid by the Commonwealth in any year between 1981 
through 1984 must be at least 15% greater than that provided in 1980.

SUMMARY 

The law provides for increases in the salaries of members of the legislature and the 
constitutional officers of the Commonwealth. 

The law increases salaries of members of the legislature by an annual amount varying 
from $1,853 to $17,923. The size of the raise conferred on a particular individual de- 
pends upon his position within the legislature. The law has the effect of setting the base 
salary for a legislator at $20,335, but under the law legislative salaries range as high as 
the approximately $55,920 paid to the President of the Senate and the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives. 

The salaries of the constitutional officers are increased either by $20,000, in the 
case of the Governor, or $10,000 in all other cases. The law raises the annual salary of 
the Governor to $60,000, that of the Attorney General to $47,500, and the salaries of 
the Lieutenant Governor, Secretary of the Commonwealth, Treasurer and Receiver 
General, and the Auditor to $40,000. 

The law also amends the statutes pertaining to the organization of the offices of the 
Secretaries of Administration and Finance and of Human Services and to the compen- 
sation of senior officials within those offices. It gives the Secretaries of Administration 
and Finance and of Human Services greater flexibility in establishing positions and 
setting salaries for those under their supervision.

SUMMARY 

The proposed amendment would limit the power of the legislature to impose certain 
costs on cities and towns. It would provide that any law which imposes additional costs 
upon two or more cities or towns by regulating the compensation, hours, status, con- 
ditions, or benefits of municipal employment would not be effective within a municipality 
until it accepts the law by vote or appropriation of money.

Merchants Bank at par and accrued interest to date of delivery and that the Town Trea- 
surer be and hereby is authorized to deliver said notes to the aforesaid purchaser. 

Further voted to sign said note (Nos. 773 - 781) which were signed accordingly. 
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April 29, 1980: 

The Board held a public session of its regular meeting in the upper Town Hall for 
public discussion of the proposed settlement of suit by Town of Weston vs: Massachusetts 
Turnpike Authority and the Commonwealth of Massachusetts.

The Selectmen, therefore, order that all three dogs (“Wedel”, “Bruiser” and “Butter- 
scotch”) be restrained for a period of one (1) year from the date of this order, the Select- 
men to review the necessity for continuing the restraint at that time. The dogs shall, at all 
times, be kept on the premises of their owners, in the house, on a lead, or in an enclosure; 
the dogs may leave such premises only if tl. -y sre on a leash and in the control of a re- 
sponsible adult.” 


June 3, 1980:

Term of the agreement to be one year from the date 
of execution as established by M.D.C. 

The Board considered the recommendation of School Department’s Assistant Super- 
intendent for Business and the Executive Secretary that the proposal of Pickering Oil 
Heat, Inc., Salem, Mass., dated June 25, 1980, submitted pursuant to Notice to Bidders 
advertised June 11, 1980, in The News Tribune, Waltham, Mass. for furnishing No. 4 
fuel oil for the year July 1, 1980 to June 30, 1981, was the most favorable of four bids re- 
ceived. Voted to approve the recommendation and to accept the proposal subject to a 
review of the bids to ascertain that this bid was correctly interpreted as the lowest bid 
received.

“Bruiser” and “Butterscotch” owned by the Frank B. Dow, Jr. family and the dog “Wedel” 
owned by the Robert G. Crockett family. Robert Crockett reported that the dog “Wedel” 
has been removed from Weston and is now kept in Maine. After hearing from the dog 
officer and all parties concerned the Board voted that within ten days the pen in which 
the Dow dogs are kept is to be repaired and strengthened adequately to restrain the two 
dogs, and that if the dogs are found to be unrestrained, the dog officer is authorized to 
remove them from the Town of Weston. 


December 9, 1980: 
Voted to authorize renewal of contract with Liberty Mutual Ins. Co. to provide 
Workmen’s Compensation coverage for Town employees during the year 1981. 


December 22, 1980: 

Voted to approve perpetual Conservation Restriction to be placed by the Trustees 
of the Rural Land Foundation of Lincoln on a parcel of land on Lincoln Street in Weston 
designated as Lot B on a plan entitled “Subdivision of land in Weston & Lincoln, MA” 
dated September 29, 1954 by William J. Ford, Jr., Civil Engineer, recorded with Middle- 
sex South District Registry of Deeds, Book 8335, Page 515. Further voted that the Clerk 
of this Board endorse the approval so voted on the conservation restriction document, 
which was done accordingly. 

The Board considered a report of its investigation held on December 16, 1980 rela- 
tive to complaint with respect to the dog named “Harvey” owned by Anne Jacobs. 

Voted to approve and sign, and signed accordingly, the following Order of Restraint: 
Because of a series of incidents involving chasing of children and adults by the dog 
“Harvey”, and with the consent of the owner of the dog, Anne Jacobs of 71 Country Drive, 
Weston, the said dog, a mixed breed, male, black, aged five (5) years in ordered restrain- 
ed at all times until further order of the Selectmen or removed from the Town. When re- 
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strained the dog shall be kept on the premises of the owner's house, on a lead, or in an 
enclosure; the dog may leave such premises only if he is on a leash and in the control of a 


responsible adult. 
The Selectmen noted the dog was removed from the Town prior to the signing of the 


Order of Restraint.

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FINANCIAL 


REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


During 1980 the cost of living throughout the United States rose about 12%. Since 
wage increases are required by Town employees to cope with inflation, and since wages 
and employee fringe benefits constitute over 70% of Weston’s budget, the impact of 
salary increases on the Town budget is nearly directly proportional. Much of the re- 
mainder of the Town budget is spent on items such as fuel, utilities and equipment that 
have risen rapidly in price during recent years. What then, if anything, can the Town do 
to avoid having its tax bills increase at about the rate of inflation? The answer requires 
some historical perspective. 

In the ten years prior to Fiscal 1976, Weston tax increases averaged 10% per year. 
By the deliberate efforts of the selectmen, town boards and department heads subsequent 
increases in taxes were checked. There was no increase in the tax rate in Fiscal 1976 
or 1977. In Fiscal 1978 the rate increased 4.3%, and in Fiscal 1979 the rate increased 
2%, from $48 to $49 per $1,000 of assessed value. In Fiscal 1980 (with an assist from 
increased state payments) the rate actually dropped 1% to $48.50. In Fiscal 1981 it rose 
to $49.50. Thus, in the five years following Fiscal 1976, the tax rate increased a total of 
7.6% - 1.5% per year - far less than the average annual increase in taxes during the 
prior ten years and far less than the inflation rate experienced since 1976. 

Taxes have been kept down by persistent paring away at proposed budgets in the 
various Town departments. This process must continue if we are to continue to control 
the tax rate. However, given the reality of inflationary pressures and the 4% tax cap, 
the curtailment of services will be our only weapon against future tax increases. Whether 
and what to cut are, of course, political questions that must be ultimately decided by 
the voters of Weston. 

Fortunately, the declining school population offers the opportunity to cut services 
quantitively while retaining quality. School expenses currently absorb over half of the 
Town’s budget. The projected school enrollment for 1980-81 is 2,156 and for 1984-85 
is 1,771, a projected decline in four years of 17.9%. Weston’s major immediate fiscal 
opportunity is to translate this decline in enrollment into as large a decline in school costs 
as possible without reducing the quality of the education offered to our children. Beyond 
the school cuts, the Town can only reduce expenses by curtailing the quality or quantity of 
services provided. 

The following table sets forth the Fiscal 1981 budget by major categories, their 
percentage of the total Town budget, and the percentage increase over the Fiscal 1980 
budget.
